Complete control of atomic 
energy, from the mining of its 
basic material to the licensing of 
its use in peaceful pursuits, with 
safeguards against its use in war, 
would be placed in the hands of 
an international Atomic Develop- 
ment Authority, within the frame- 
work of the United Nations Or- 
ganization, under an _ official 
American proposal made public in 
Washington and St. Louis last 

night. 

The recommendation was made 
by an advisory board of consult- 
ants to a State Department com- 
mittee created to study controls 
for atomic energy. The depart- 
mental committee, headed by Un- 
der Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, indorsed the report and 
Acheson submitted it to the Sen- 
ate Atomic Energy Committee in 
closed session last Monday. 

Submitted to Cabinet. 

This proposal is made to “con- 
tribute to the clarification of the 
position” of the American repre- 
sentative on the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission, Ber- 
mard M. Baruch. It has been sub- 
mitted to Cabinet officers and 
others who will advise President 
Truman on it. In a foreword, 
Secretary of State Byrnes calls it 
“a paper of unusual importance 
and a suitable starting point for 
the informed public discussion 
which is one of the essential fac- 
tors in developing sound policies.” 

Functions of Agency. 

Functions of the Atomic De- 
velopment Authority would be as 
follows: 

Hold absolute control of the 
world’s store of uranium and 
thorium. 

‘Build and operate atomic en- 
ergy plants and devices. 

Conduct research, 

License and lease the use of 
its controlled materials and de- 
vices, 

Inspect atomic operations 
throughout the world.

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RED RING GOT DATA 
UN GUN LOCATORS 


Obtained Secret U.S., 
British and Canadian 
Documents on Subject, 
Commission Says. 


OTTAWA, March 29 (UP) — A 
Soviet espionage ring obtained 
secret American, British and 
Canadian documents on magnet 
radio locators for field artillery, a 
royal commission report revealed 
today. 

The disclosure was included in 
the commission’s third report to 
the House of Commons on activi- 
ties of the spy ring. 

The report disclosed that the 
spy ring sought details of a “dev- 
astating” secret projectile used 
against the Japanese. 

“This device, developed by co- 


operation between the United 
Kingdom, the United States and 
Canada was one of the most dev- 
astating projectiles used in the 
Japanese war and is of such a 
secret nature that we have been 
asked by the military authorities 
not to report with more particu- 
larity than as above,” the report 
said. 

It told also of Russian agents’ 
attempt to examine the “entire 
library of secret documents” of 
the Canadian Government’s Na- 
tional Research Council. 

The report also identified five 
more persons accused of partici- 
pation in the spy ring. 

Those named today were HEric 
Adams, Israel Helperin, professor 
at Queens University; Durnford 
Smith, J. S. Benning and Squadron 
Leader F. W. Poland. They had 
been held incommunicado in the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
barracks at Rockcliffe. 

The report saaid that Col. N. 
Zabotin, former Soviet military 
attache at Ottawa, cabled his su- 
periors in Moscow that “I con- 
sider it necessary to examine the 
whole of the library of the Scien- 
tific Research Council.” 

Royal commissioners pointed out 
that the “library” to which Zabo- 
tin referred was not the library 
of the council available to the

ONE-WAY TRAFFIC 
BILL IS PASSED 
BY ALDERMEN, 
VOTE IS 21 10 2 


Provision for Reversal on 
Chestnut-Lawton Route 
—Goes in Effect Four 
Months After 


Signs It.

The bill for one-way traffic in 
Pine street and the Chestnut- 
Lawton route, between Fourth 
street and Grand boulevard, with 
a provision for a reversal of move- 
ment on Chestnut-Lawton in the 
evening rush period, was passed 
by the Board of Aldermen today 


by a vote of 21 to 2. 

In order to allow time for in- 
stallation of the necessary auto- 
matic signals to control the 
reversing operation, the meaure 
will not become effective until’ 
four months after it is signed by 
Mayor A. P, Kaufmann. The 
Mayor has said that he would 
sign the measure, as it was ad- 
vocated by the Mayor's Traffic 
Committee headed by David R. 
Calhoun. 

An unsuccessful effort to amend 
the bill so as to omit Pine street 
was made by Alderman Anton 
Niemeie. (Dem.), Eighth Ward. 
This was in line with the desires. 
of Famous-Barr Co, and Boyd- 
Richardson Co., which were among 
the teaders of a group of down- 
town merchants favoring reten- 
tion of two-way traffic on Pine. 
Famous-Barr is preparing to build 
a parking garage at Sixth and 
Pine streets. Niemier, although 
one of the three chief opponents 
of the measure on the floor, voted 
for it in the final action. 

Other principal opponents and 
the only ones who voted against 
the bill were the two Negro Al- 
dermen, Jasper C. Caston (Rep.), 
Sixth Ward, and Walter Lowe 
(Rep.), Nineteenth. Caston, 
through whose ward both thor- 
oughfares run, a block apart, com- 
plained that the action was being 
taken too hastily. The Mayor’s 
Traffic Committee urged the or- 
dinance as an important means of 
improving the increasingly serious 
traffic congestion, 


There was a long series of par- 
liamentary maneuvers by the op- 
ponents, requiring various votes, 
before the final ballot. When the 
meeting opened 27 of the 29 mem- 
bers were present, two being out 
of the city on official business. 
As the session dragged on, three 
aldermen departed. The bill 
adopted was in the form of a sub- 
stitute recommended by the alder- 
manic Traffic Committee, headed 
by Alderman J. Ray Weinbrenner, 
a member of the Mayor’s Traffic 
Committee. 

A relatively simple system of 
automatic lights and of signs, has 
been devised by City Traffic En- 
gineer Tom Watts Jr., to shift 
Chestnut-Lawton to westbound 
movement in the busy period be- 
tween 3 and 7 p.m. This, plus 
careful enforcement in the initial 
stages, is counted on by officials 
to make the new plan operate 
smoothly.

. Strong arguments for the pro- 
posed Missouri Valley Authority 
were made before the social and 
economic science section of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science at Kiel Au- 
ditorium today, and the effect on 
Missouri of the existing Pick- 
Sloan plan of federal agencies 
was sharply criticized. 

The speakers were F. V. Hein- 
kel, president of the Missouri 
Farmers’ Association, Columbia, 
and J. O. Hertzler, head of the 
sociology department of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, who advo- 
cated MVA; and Henry H. Kruse- 
kopf, professor of soils at the 
University of Missouri, who ques- 
tioned the benefits and. effec- 
tiveness of the Pick-Sloan plan for 
this state. 

“Practically, all floods in Mis- 
souri originate within the state 
and the territory immediately 
surrounding it,” said Krusekopf. 
“This means that control in 
Missouri is dependent on de- 
velopments made within the state, 
and will be affected to only 
a very slight degree by control 
measures established elsewhere. 
The construction of the large Fort 
Peck reservoir in Montana, or 
the installation of irrigation reser- 
voirs on the headwater streams 
of the Missouri river, have had no 
demonstrable effect on flood re- 
duction in Missouri. Methods of 
controlling or eliminating floods 
have been given much considera- 
tion, but no assured solution has 
yet been developed. Missouri there- 
fore has a particularly vital con- 
cern in the flood control proposals 
that are now under consideration. 

“The total land area of all the 
proposed reservoirs in Missouri is 
694,390 acres. This is equal to 
more than 10 per cent of all the 
bottomland in the state. It is an 
area of 1069 square miles, or ap- 
proximately equal to the total land 
area of Boone and Cole counties, 
or of Cooper and Howard counties. 
If the land were divided into units 
of 140 acres (the average size of 
farms in Missouri), it would pro- 
vide 4888 farms. 

Much Reservoir Land Tillable. 

“It is estimated that 56 per cent 
of the land in the reservoir sites 
is in cultivated (tilled) crops. 
This is equal to 383,258 acres. 
It is equivalent to the total area 
of cultivated land in Boone, Cal- 
laway, Cole and Howard counties. 
The generally high productivity of 
the bottomland should be consid- 
ered also, 

“The flood control benefits from 
a reservoir apply only to the land 
downstream from the dam. For 
six of the reServoirs in the south- 
ern edge of the state no benefits 
would result, because the area of 
bottomland is non-existent or neg- 
ligible. Whatever benefits may 
result from these projects would 
apply only to land in Arkansas 
or other states along the lower 
Mississippi river. 

“The total area of proposed res- 
ervoirs on the Grand, Gasconade 
and Osage rivers’(all in Missouri 
river drainage basin) is ‘50,500 
acres. The total area of bottom- 
land downstream from the reser- 
voirs, extending to the mouth of 
the Missouri river, is estimated at 
388,468 acres. It should be noted 
that not all of this bottomland 
is subject to inundation. The area 
of the reservoirs is greater there- 
fore than the area of protected 
land by about 62,000 acres, For 
each acre of protected land, about 
1% acres will be in reservoirs and 
essentially non-producing. 

“For the Missouri river, this pro- 
tection will apply only for the 
lower end of the valley, from the 
mouth of the Grand river near 
Brunswick, to the muoth of the 
Missouri river near St. Louis. The 
area of bottomland along the 
lower Missouri below Brunswick, 
is approximately 245,000 acres, and 
is slightly less than one-third of 
all the bottomland along the Mis- 
souri river in Missouri.”

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Virginia Governor Warns of Court-

RICHMOND, Va., March 2 
(AP) —Gov Tuck drafted today

JEFFERSON CITY, March 29— 
Passage of the bill creating the 
new state revenue department, the 
most important measure in the re- 
form program for the reorganiza- 
tion and consolidation of state ad- 
ministrative functions required by 
the new Constitution, makes vir- 
tually certain the legislative com- 
pletion of the whole plan by to- 
night. 

It destroys the most powerful 
personal political machine in the 
state, that of state Auditor Forrest 
Smith and, with its companion 
measures, sets up the machinery 
for efficient and economical state 
administration in contrast with 
the waste of the old system, under 
which patronage’ spoils were 
divided among partisan political 
office holders, 

All the departmental bills have 
been passed. Both House and 
Senate today approved conference 
reports on bills to create the De- 
partment of Correction and the 
Department of Agriculture. The 
att providing for a merit system 
for a limited number of depart- 
ments also was approved by both 
houses. 

The House this afternoon passed 
and returned to the Senate a bill

auditor, Fifteen new amendments 
were adopted by the House to 
tighten the restrictions placed on 
Smith. A provision which would 
have enabled him to audit any 
political subdivision of the State, 
at the request of governing offi- 
Cials of the subdivision, 
changed to require a_ petition 
signed by 5 per cent of the voters 
with the subdivision paying the 
cost. Another would prevent the 
auditor from keeping any original 
records which were duplicates of 
records of the comptroller. Smith 
was on the floor of the House, 
talking to members, as the Dill 
was passed. 
Smith’s Bitter Fight 

Smith's fight to curb the powers 
of the director of the revenue de- 
partment and hold many of them 
for himself, which he has carried 
on for many months of pressure 
on members of the Legislature, 
collapsed in the Senate yesterday 
afternoon. In the windup, he had 
the support of only four Demo- 
cratic senators. 

In the early stages of the legis- 
lation, Smith was able to wheedle 
concessions from the Senate, even 
including Republicans. As a re- 
sult the Senate passed a revenue 
bill giving Smith much that he 
asked. 

When the bill reached the 
House, however, Speaker Howard 
Elliott referred it to the Commit- 
tee on Miscellaneous Provisions 
which had the specific purpose of 
combing the Senate reorganization 
bills, This was a hard-boiled com- 
mittee and it lost no time in 
amending the bill to destroy the 
political favor it gave Smith and 
to bring it in line with the intent 
of the Constitution. 

Although Elliott and the Repub- 
lican organization in the House 
had the strength to obtain the 
adoption of the amendments, dif- 
ficulty was encountered in getting 
the bill passed after it was amend- 
ed. Because of absences of Re- 
publican members, in a number 
of instances due to illness, there 
were not enough Republican votes 
to pass the bill and it was found 
that Smith had been able to line 
up the Democrats almost solidly 
against it. The only Democratic 
Representative who refused to 
follow Democratic Floor Leader 
Roy Hamlin and who voted for 
the bill was Raymond J, Lahey 
of St. Louis. 

Twice Failed of Passage. 

Twice the bill was called up and 
failed of passage. On the third 
attempt Wednesday it received 
the exact number of votes re- 
quired, 76. To get that number 
it was necessary for several sick 
members to be brought in to cast 
their votes. 

The bill went back to the Senate

Ambassador Smith, who arrived 
by plane yesterday, faces a situa- 
tion in which relations between 
the United States and Russia are 
anything but happily normal. 

The 50-year-old former chief of 
staff to Gen. Dwight D. Elisen- 
hower takes up one of the most 
important jobs in world diplomacy 
—and one of the most difficult. 

His arrival coincided with action 
of the U.N.O. Council in permit- 
ting the Iranian question to come 
up over Soviet objections. Many 
Russians are convinced that in- 
dividuals in Britain and _ the 
United States are trying to op- 
erate as a bloc against the 
U.S.S.R. Some believe that groups 
exist in England and the United 
States which are hostile to the 
Soviet Union and actually seek a 
new war.

The report verifies a Washing- 
ton account published last Tues- 
day that a means has been found 
of denaturing U-235 (one of the 
forms of uranium) and plutonium, 
so that they will be available for 
peaceful application in power or 
research but not for bombs. How- 
ever, details of the denaturing re- 
main in the top secret classifica- 
tion. 

The report was issued in St. 
Louis as well ag the capital be- 
cause one of the consultants is a 
St. Louisan, Dr. Charles Allen 
Thomas, vice president and tech- 
nical director of Monsanto Chem- 
ical Co., and because of the pres- 
ence here of many science writers 
attending the meeting of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. Thomas, 
who has charge of the plutonium 
unit at the Oak Ridge (Tenn.) 
plant, outlined the report in a con- 
ference with the writers.

Advantages Cited. 

With respect to the proposal for 
an Atomic Development Author- 
ity—ADA—the Acheson commit- 
tee said: “We are impressed by 
the great advantages of an inter- 
national agency with affirmative 
powers and functions coupled with 
powers of inspection and super- 
vision, in contrast to any agency 
with merely police-like powers at- 
tempting to cope with national 
agencies otherwise restrained only 
by a commitment to ‘outlaw’ the 
use of atomic energy for war. In 
our judgment the latter type of 
organization offers little hope of 
achieving the security and safe- 
guards we are seeking.” 

Uranium is the 
key to atomic energy and because 
its known existence in quantity is 
confined to relatively few areas, 


the international authority, the 
consultants’ report points out. The 
report calls for internationalizing 
uranium and thorium, a _ rare 
metallic element: ADA would 
mine them, refine them and oper- 
ate the plants producing atomic 
energy material. ADA would even 
own the mines. 

The principal source of uranium 
—unless wartime research found 
another which has not been re- 
vealed—is. pitchblende, a mineral 
found in Canada, the Belgian Con- 
go, Austria, England and the 
Scandinavian countries. 

Chain Reaction Question. 

“Uranium,” says the report, 
the only natural substance that 
can maintain a chain reaction”— 


the essential factor in atomic en- 
ergy. “It is the key to all fore- 
seeable applications of atomic en- 
ergy.” 

Giving a physical explanation 
of this limitation of sources, the 
report adds: “It is not to be an- 
ticipated that this situation will 
be invalidated by further scien- 
tific discovery.” It explains that 
thorium, “slightly more abundant 
than uranium,” is susceptible of 
fission, or splitting of the atomic 
nucleii, but cannot maintain a 
chain reaction. However, thorium 
can be used in combination with 
uranium to produce an atomic ex- 
plosive or other chain reaction. 


Safc and Dangerous Activities. 
It is proposed that activities be 


divided between those dangerous | 
to world safety and those safe' | 
for exploitation by nations or pri-| | 


vate interests. 

“In our view,” say the consult- 
ants, “any activity is dangerous 
which offers a solution, either in 
the actual fact of its physical in- 
stallation, or by subtle alterations 
thereof, to one of the three major 
problems of making atomic 
weapons: 

“1. The provision of raw ma- 
terials (uranium and thorium.) 

“2. The production in suitable 
quality and quantity of the fis- 
sionable materials, plutonium and 
U-235. 

“3. The use of these materials 
for the making of atomic weapons. 

“Thus we regard the mining and 
processing of uranium as a dan- 
gerous activity even though it 
must be supplemented by plants 
and ordnance establishments if 
atomic weapons are to result. We 
regard the facilities for making 
atomic weapons as dangerous even 
though some control be exercised 
over the provision of the fission- 
able material, and we regard the 
operation of reactors or separation 
plants which make the material 
for bombs, or which, by relatively 
minor operational changes, could 
make the material for bombs, as 
dangerous, even though they in 
turn would have to be supple- 
mented by supplies of raw mate- 
rial and by installations for as- 
sembling atomic weapons.” 


Classified as Dangerous. 


Activities classified by the re- 
port as dangerous for national ex- 
ploitation- are: Prospecting, mining 
and refining of uranium and 
thorium; enrichment of the ura- 
nium isotope or variant, U-235, by 
any methods now known; opera- 
tion of the various types of re- 
actors for making plutonium and 
of separation plants for extracting 
glutonium; research and develop- 
ment in atomic explosives. 

These, then, would be subjects 
for the international authority to 
handle. On the other hand, the 
committee lists the following 
“safe” activities, which could be 
handled by nations or corpora- 
tions: Application of radioactive 
materials in scientific, medical 
and technological studies; opera- 
tion of small nuclear reactors us- 
ing denatured U-235 or plutonium; 
production of power, in the size- 
able range of plants of 100,000 to 
1,000,000-kilowatt capacity, through 
fission of denatured U-235 and plu- 
tonium. 

Application for scientific uses, 
the report goes on, “is a field in 
which progress may be expected 
to be very rapid.” 

As to small nuclear reactors, it 
is stated that they can be operated

Highlights of Atom Report 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP). 
ERE are some highlights of the report on international atomic 
energy control released last night by the State Department: 


There is no prospect of security against atomic warfare in a 
system of international agreements to outlaw such weapons con- 
trolled only by a system which relies on inspection and similar 
police-like methods. 


Tf an international agency is given responsibility for the dan- 
gerous activities, leaving the non-dangerous open to nations and 
their citizens and if the international agency is given and carries 
forward affirmative development responsibility, furthering among 
other things the beneficial uses of atomic energy and enabling it- 
self to comprehend and therefore detect the misuse of atomic 
energy, there is good prospect of security, 


Uranium is the only natural substance that can maintain a 
chain reaction. It is the key to all foreseeable applications of 
atomic energy. 


Within a relatively few years the technology of atomic energy 
power plants will become clearer. 


U-235 and plutonium can be denatured; such denatured ma- 
terials do not readily lend themselves to the making of atomic 
explosives, but they can still be used with no essential loss of ef- 
fectiveness for the peaceful applications of atomic energy. 


Operations like those at Hanford and Oak Ridge and their ex- 
tensions and improvements would be owned and conducted by 


the (international) authority.

It would be set up as one of the 
subsidiary agencies of U.N.O., but 
it would have to be created by 
a convention or charter establish- 
ing its policies, functions and 
authority in comprehensive terms. 

“The first purpose of the agency 
will be to bring under its complete 
control world supplies of uranium 
and thorium. Wherever these ma- 
terials are found in useful quan- 
tities the international agency 
must own them or control them 
under effective leasing arrange- 
ments. One of its principal tasks 
will be to conduct continuous 
'surveys so that new deposits will 
be found and so that the agency 
| will have the most complete 
| knowledge of the world geology of 
these materials. 
| “It will be a further function 
of the agency constantly to ex- 
plore new methods for recover- 
ing these materials from media in 
which they are found in small 
quantities. In this way there will 
be no lawful rivalry among na- 
tions for these vital raw mate- 
rials. Through its surveys the 
agency will be better informed 
about their geology and extraction 
than any single nation could pos- 
sibly be.”

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SENATORS WARY ON ATOM 
CONTROL BY U.N.O. COUNCIL 


Some Express Concern Lest State Depart- 
ment Plan Leaves Way Open for Secret 
Manufacture of Bombs. 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
—A cautionary note against any, 
veto that might permit secret | 
bomb-making tempered general 
congressional approval today of 
the State Department plan for in- 
ternational control of atomic 
power. 

The veto question was brought 
to the front by Senator Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, in discussing 
the proposal for a United Nations 
“atomic development authority” 
that would mine all fissionable 
materials and operate all primary 
production plants. ' 

Ferguson told a reporter he did 
not see how a satisfactory agree- 
mer outlawing the use of atomic 
energy for war could be reached 
if any of the Big Five nations re- 
tains the right to veto measures 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil might want to take to enforce 
that agreement. 

“It’s my opinion that we are 
not ready to place full control of | 
atomic energy in an international | 
organization until we can be as- 
sured that such an organization 
will control it at all times for 
peaceful uses,” he said. 

Senate Against Veto. 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
who said he liked the general out- 
line of the State Department plan, 
agreed. that no veto should op- 
erate on atomic control. He sug- 
gested that if the Security Coun- 
cil is the enforcement agency, it 
should be able to act on a simple 


majority vote. At present the 
United States, Britain, 
France and China have certain 
veto rights in the security coun- 
cil. 

Seconding Pepper's view, Sena- 
tor Fulbright <Dem.), Arkansas,

SLIGHT INCREASE 
IN BEEF AND PORK 


‘Boost, Not Applicable to 
All Cuts, Designed to 
Offset Higher Pay in 
Packing Plants. 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
— Housewives will pay slightly 
more for most pork and about a 
third of all beef cuts beginning 


next Monday. 

Announcing this today, the Of- 
fice of Price Administration said 
the ,increases result from higher 
prices recently authorized for the 
packing industry to offset a wage 
increase of 16 cents an hour. 

Price increases for veal, lamb 
and mutton will be announced 
later. 

Retail pork prices generally will 
be increased an average of three- 
quarters of a cent a pound, OPA 
said, and beef price increases will 
average a third of a cent a pound. 

Increases for individual pork 
and beef cuts range from 1 to 4 
cents a pound. The price boost 
for most popular cuts—such as 
sirloin and porterhouse steaks, ba- 
con and pork chops and loins— 
will be 1 cent a pound. 

The agency added that begin- 
ning Monday butcher shops will 
display posters listing new ceiling 
prices for beef and pork. 


The St. Louis office of the Office 
of Price Administration had not 
received notice of any changes in 
ceiling prices of meat this after- 
noon, However, it was said new 
orders might come through today 
or tomorrow. Unless notice of 
the change comes through from 
Washington, local meat price ceil- 
ings will remain as they are, OPA 
officials said.

OPERATORS SEE NO HOPE 
OF AVERTING COAL STRIKE 


Association Officer Says Lewis Is Stalling 
and Is Playing for Higher Stakes 
Than Mere Wage Rise. 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) 
—The National Coal Association 
said today there was no prospect 


of an agreement in time to “avert 
a strike” of John L. Lewis’ 400,000 
soft-coal miners at midnight Sun- 
day. 

The association’s executive sec- 
retary, John D. Battle, accused 
Lewis in a statement of making 
“no effort to reach an agreement, 
but every effort to prevent an 
agreement any time soon.” 

Battle said the United Mine 
Workers’ president was only going 
through the motions of collective 
bargaining and had rebuffed an 
offer of the operators which fol- 
lowed “the pattern already set in 
steel, oil and automotive indus- 
tries.” 

“It is now clear that Lewis is 
playing for higher stakes,” Battle 
said. “He refuses to discuss 
wages and hours until his de- 
mands have been met for a roy- 
alty—a levy upon every ton of 
coal mined—whereby there may 
be a continuing flow of millions 
of dollars into his hands over and 
above the millions now checked 
off from the miners’ wages for 
union dues. 

“The royalty or excise tax on 
coal which Lewis is seeking is pat- 
terned after the scheme which 
Petrillo, the . . . boss of the mu- 
sicians’ union, put over whereby 
Petrillo collects tribute on every 
phonograph record. 

“Lewis, like Petrillo, calls it a 
contribution to a health and wel- 


fare fund. But there no 
strings on the money.” 

Lewis has put the health and 
welfare fund—supported by a roy- 
alty on each ton of coal—at the 
top of the nine demands he made 
in negotiations on a new contract. 

Battle said the 18% cents hourly 
wage increase proposed by the op- 
erators, coupled with a reduction 
in the mine work day from nine 
to eight hours, would cost between 
$100,000,000 and $150,000,000. A 
health and welfare fund royalty 
payment of 10 cents a ton, he as- 
serted, would “put into Lewis's 
hands” more than $50,000,000 a 
year additional, 

John W. Gibson stepped into the 
coal parley officially yesterday 
afternoon. After an hour’s con- 
ference with industry representa- 
tives, he disclosed he already had 
held a similar conference with 
UMW Chief John L. Lewis.

St. Louis has a coal supply on 
hand sufficient for needs for be- 
tween 30 and 60 days, unless there 
is unusually cold weather, repre- 
sentatives of the industry told the 
Post-Dispatch today.

DR. REMMERS SAYS HUMAN 
_ NATURE CHANGES STEADILY 


Human nature not only can be 
changed, but has been changing 
all through history, Dr. H. H. 
Remmers, director of the division 
of educational reference at Pur- 
due University, said yesterday at 
the Psychology Section meeting of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

“Man must remake and change 
his human nature,” Dr. Remmers 
said, “as he has utterly changed 
the ‘natural’ conditions of living.” 
Dr. Remmers traced the history 
of man, pointing out that stand- 
ing erect was at one stage in 
man’s development “unnatural”, 
and that all of modern science is 
a departure from “natural” condi- 
tions of man, 

“Whether man realizes it or 
not,” Dr. Remmers concluded, 
“he is conducting an unending ex- 
periment which constantly changes 
the nature of the experimenter.”

HANGED FOR IOWA

Execution in U. S. Ends 
20-Year Crime Partner- 
ship.

FORT MADISON, Ia., March 29 
(UP)—A father and son, compan- 
ions in robbery, kidnaping and 
murder, were hanged together at 
dawn today in the Iowa State 
Penitentiary, 

The executed men were Phillip 
Heincy, 72 years old, and his son, 


William, 45. It was the first simul- 
taneous hanging of a father and 
son for the same crime on Amert- 
can criminal records. 

The gallows traps for both men 
were sprung by a sheriff who 
pushed two levers at once at 
6:01 a.m.. The son plunged down- 
ward a split second ahead of his 
father. Three physicians pro- 
nounced the father dead at 6:12 
a.m. and the son at 6:13 a.m. 

Neither man showed any emo 
tion or said a word as they walked 
slowly across the prison yard, 
climbed the gallows and awaited 
the. adjusting of the hoodg and 
nooses. 

The Heincys were condemned for 
killing Robert W. Raebel, 65, a 
resort operator at West Okoboji, 
Ia., in a robbery Dec. 16, 1944. 

The father and son had spent 
more than 20 years trying to make 
crime a paying proposition, but 
even the offense which cost them 
their lives was a financial flop. 
They took a train from their home 
at Quincy, Ill., to Spirit Lake, Ia., 
near the robbery scene. Their 
round-trip rail fare was $37.36. The 
robbery loot was $28. 

The execution took place inside 
a small stockade within the prison 
yard before about 100 witnesses, 
There were 12 official witnesses, 
newspaper men, the judge who 
sentenced the men, the prosecutor, 
local and state officials. Three 
women were present, one a news- 
paper woman and the others mere- 
ly onlookers. 

After the execution a Catholic 
chaplain, the Rev. Herman V. 
Bongers, who converted’ the 
Heincys to Catholicism when they 
entered the death row at the 
prison more than a year ago, dis 
tributed a statement the con- 
demned men had dictated to him, 
It said: 

“We want to express our thanks 
to the authorities for the kind 
treatment that they gave us in our 
stay in the death row... . If God 
ever did forgive anybody for their 
sins, we are sure that God will for- 
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give ours.”

RIBBENTROP TELLS 
OF AIMS IN BRITAIN

NUERNBERG, March 29 (By 
Radio) — Resuming the witness 
stand this morning before the in- 
ternational military tribunal, 
Joachim Von Ribbentrop testified 
that the grand aim of his mission 
as Ambassador to the Court of St. 
James's in 1937 was to negotiate 
an alliance between Great Britain 
and the National Socialist Reich. 


Up to that time, he said, this 
alliance was the cornerstone of 
Adolf Hitler’s foreign policy. Its 
failure, according to Ribbentrop, 
compelled the Fuehrer to reorient 
his entire outlook and recognize 
that the: fulfillment of his aims 
would require political and mili- 
tary pressure instead of mere dip- 
lomatic arrangements. Hitler’s 
disappointment was profound, the 
witness declared. 

Ribbentrop attributed his fail- 
ure in large part to the fact that 
he was compelled by Hitler’s in- 
structions to pursue simultaneous- 
ly two courses which proved to be 
in diametric contradiction to his 
central purpose. 

The first was championship of 
Francisco Franco in the Spanish 
civi. war. The gecond was the 
anti-Commintern pact with Japan 
and Italy to which Spain and oth- 
er countries later adhered and 
whieh Ribbentrop himself drafted 
while Ambassador to England. 


These activities, said the wit- 
ness, enabled the British faction 
opposed to a German understand- 
ing--of which he named Winston 
Churchill as leader—to wreck the 
proposed alliance. 


Ribbentrop stressed again and 
again the allegation that his ideas 
found powerful support in certain 
British circles. He specified Ney- 
ille Chamberlain and_ Stanley 
Baldwin ag statesmen who listened 
to his proposals with hospitable 
ears, A special effort was made 
to convert Lord Vansittart, perma- 
nent secretary of the British For- 
eign Office, and a personal inter- 
view was arranged for him with 
But Ribbentrop ad- 
mitted that Vansittart’s attitude 
remained one of reserve. 

In contrast to Hitler’s admira- 
tion of the English, according to 
Ribbentrop, was his distrust of 
the French, whom he regarded as 
traditional enemies of Germany. 

The naval armament pact of 
1935 between England and Ger- 
many made Hitler very happy, 
said Ribbentrop; “in fact, I have 
never seen him so happy. He 
declared this to be the first prac- 
tical step in history toward dis- 
armament.” 


“At this time,” the testimony 
proceeded, “I made every effort 
to get Hitler and Baldwin to- 
gether. Hitler agreed and all ar- 
rangements were made. But Bald- 
win had to decline at the last 
moment, I never learned why.” 


Under the proposed agreement 
with England, said Ribbentrop, 
Hitler was willing to accept as a 
ratio of naval strength 100 against 
135 for Great Britain, to guar- 
antee permanently the neutrality 
of France and the Low Countries, 
and to pledge the use of German 


arms in defense of the British 
Empire.

UNRRA Director Ridi- 
cules Resolutions, Says 
He Will Get Wheat 


Even From Argentina.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., March 
29 (AP)—Fiorello LaGuardia, new 
director general of the United 
Nations Rehabilitation and Relief 
Administration, told delegates 
from 48 nations today that he 
would seek food for world relief 


wherever he could find it—includ- 
ing the Argentine. 

“Ticker tape ain’t spaghetti,” 
cried the former mayor of New 
York in his inauguration address. 
He declared that the people of the 
world “want bread, not advice.” 
With almost a touch of scorn, he 
waved a batch of resolutions that 
had been adopted during the two- 
week council meeting here, and 
asserted belligerently: 

“I want plows, not typewriters 
. . . I want fast-moving ships — 
not slow-reading resolutions.” 

At the outset of his extempora- 
neous speech in the formal, flag- 
bedecked setting of the council, 
LaGuardia confessed amid chuck- 
les that he was “no diplomat.” 

“When I have something to say,” 
he said, “I'll say it. From this 
point on, the protocol is off. 

“Wheat,” he cried, “has no po- 
litical complexion, and [I'll buy 
wheat wherever I can find it.” 

Chance to Co-Operate. 

Then he said that he would 
start right now by extending his 
greeting ‘to Col. Peron, President 
of Argentina. 

“Here is an opportunity,” he 
said, “for Argentina to show its 
desire to co-operate with the rest 
of the world.” 


“Before long,” LaGuardia con- 
tinued, “I'll be knocking at the 
door of my old friend, Mackenzie 
King” of “Canada. “Perhaps we 
can scrape up a few bushels 
there.” 

He told the delegates that re- 
lief was “not an _ international 
chess game where every move 
seeks an advantage, or a game 
where one ponders every move.” 

“Our job is to take food where 
we can find it, and to take it to 
people who need it wherever they 
are,” he said. 

Relies on Lehman Report. 

In what appeared to be a refer- 
ence to Hegbert Hoover’s current 
food survey in Europe, LaGuardia 
said the facts about the present 
food crisis are contained in the 
report of Herbert Lehman, retiring 
director general. 

“This is not a quick airplane 
view of the situation,” he shouted. 

Hoover is touring Europe by 
plane to gather facts on condi- 
tions there as chairman of Presi- 
dent Truman’s food emergency 
committee. 

In a preliminary report, made 
public last night, Hoover held 
forth hope that widespread star- 
vation could yet be averted in 
France, Italy and French North 
Africa if the American people save 
and ship the necessary food. He 
reported he found food conditions 
in those three areas “difficult but 
not intolerable.” 


Lashing out at the “racketeers ] 


who run the black markets,” La- 
Guardia told representatives of re- 
ceiving countries “I expect you to 
invoke all the power and force of 
the government to break black 
markets.” 

LaGuardia’s appearance before 
the council to accept his new post 
wound up this session of the 
relief organization—first co-oper- 
ative venture of the United Na- 
tions. 

Many Problems Unsolved. 


The UNRRA atruggled for two 
weeks to find ways of preventing 
mass starvation, but many prob- 
lems were left unsettled. 

Beyond focusing world attention 
on the shortages, UNRRA took 
few steps for relieving them from 
the three biggest potential food 
bins—the United States, Latin 
America and Russia.

Asserts Police Fired on’ 


‘Defenseless’ Jews in 


Black Market Raid on 
Camp in U.S. Zone.

STUTTGART, Germany, March 
29 (AP)—A deputy director of the 
United Nations Relief and Reha- 
bilitation Administration charged 
German police with shooting down 
“defenseless” Jewish displaced per- 
sons today in an Army-authorized 
black-market raid which resulted 
in a riot between 1800 Poles and 
220 German police. 

One displaced Jew was killed 
and two wounded in the disturb- 
ance, most serious of the Amer- 
ican occupation, Several German 
policemen were injured, but an 
Army announcement said earlier 
reports that an American soldier 
was wounded proved unfounded. 

“Our people were defenseless,” 
declared the UNRRA official, Da- 
vid Clearfield of Hazelton, Pa. 
“The first shot was fired by Ger- 
man police when the Jews in mob 
fashion tried to push the police 
out of the area, crying they had 
no right to be there, 

“There are no arms hidden in 
the camp. The chief of UNRRA 
police had locked up all weapons 
before the trouble started.” 

Clearfield said the Jews had just 
been given Red Cross packages 
and claimed the German police 
were seizing cigarettes and candy 
legally acquired. 

Two hours of rioting erupted 
when German police, accompan- 
ied by a “token force” of United 
States military police, moved into 
the camp to search for counterfeit 
ration stamps. 

The riot ended only when 
American armored cars rolled into 
the camp.

ALLIES OUTLINE 
PLAN FOR REDUCED 
GERMAN ECONOMY 


Reich to Be Made Reason- 
able Self-Sustaining by 
49, With Industry at 
Half ’38 Level. 


By THOMAS A. REEDY. 

BERLIN, March 29 (AP) — A 
plan to eliminate Germany’s in- 
dustrial war potential while re- 


taining enough of the beaten na- 
tion’s economy to make it reason- 
ably self-sustaining by 1949 has 
been adopted by the Allied Control 
Council. 

The program, outlined in detail 
by the council last night, calls for 
reduction of the German level of 


industry to 50 or 55 per cent of 
the prewar average of 1938 and 
places future emphasis in produc- 
tion on agriculture and on coal 
and materials for the rebuilding 
of war-torn cities. 

Every industry which could pos- 
sibly be diverted to the manufac- 
ture of war materials is to be 
eliminated and- other industries 
considered on the fringe of the 
war potential are to be cut back. 
Only enough export trade is pro- 
vided for to pay for the food 
Germans must import to maintain 
their reduced living scale, 

Allied officers said the target 
is to establish by 1949 a standard 
of living for Germany approxi- 
mating that of 1932. However, 
Germans will -not be permitted a 
higher standard of living than 
the European average. 

Four Industrial Categories. 
The council’s outline established 
four general industrial categories: 

1, Industries to be prohibited. 
These included synthetic gaso- 
line and oil, synthetic rubber, 
synthetie ammonia, ball and 
taper roller bearings, heavy ma- 
chine tools of war-making

“Benefiis resulting elsewhere, 


notably on the lower Mississippi,” | 


he said, “are largely conjectural. 
This applies particularly to navi- 
gation. Major consideration should 
be given to land, Even navigation 
on the Missouri river should be 
discounted, because it is practical- 
lv non-existent, and there is no 
evidence that it will be re-estab- 
lished. Many millions of dollars 
have been spent for improving 
the river, but it has not brought 
navigation in this atomic age. 

“Losses from floods are gen- 
erally greatly overestimated. Dam- 
age to land is infrequent and in- 
extensive, although this is gen- 
erally a major cause of loss. Occa- 
sionally limited areas may be 
damaged by scouring or sand dep- 
osition. Vastly greater areas are 
benefited by sedimentation. Bot- 
tomland soils are formed by 
floods, and axe noted for their 
productiveness, 

“More damage is caused by 
floods. to crops, but even here 
crop failures because of floods are 
relatively infrequent. Crop failures 
are more frequent on uplands than 
on bottomlands. The record flood 
on the Missouri river in 1943 did 
not prevent the production of a 
record crop that year. The idle 
land in the Missouri river bottom 
in 1945 was due to the prolonged 
wet weather, and not the flood 
that occurred. The most frequent- 
ly flooded land includes the most 
productive and valuable in the 
state. If the assumed losses were 
true, then the bottomland would 
be an impoverished area. As it is, 
the highest land values prevail 
here. 

“Losses due to the elimination 
of land in reservoirs, are actual, 
and can be determined, Thus a. 
production value of $15 an acre for 
the 383,000 acres in the proposed 
reservoirs, will be an annual loss 
of $5,748,000. This does not in- 
clude the production value that 
can be assigned to the 300,000 
acres that are not in cultivated 
crops, but largely used for pas- 
ture. It is estimated that the 
production loss from the _ reser- 
voirs is about twice as great as 
the average annual production 
gain if the flood control. projects 
were installed in the Missouri 
river basin.” 

Hertzler told of the Pick plan 
of Army Engineers, for levees, 
channel deepgning and widening, 
reservoirs and dams; and the 
Sloan plan of the Bureau of Rec- 
lamation, calling for 90 dams, 
and concerning chiefly the upper 
basin, 

Conflict of Purpose. 

“This conflict of purpose and 
{nterest,” Hertzler said, “precipi- 
tated terrific controversial dis- 
cussion. It resulted in what has 
been referred to as the ‘hasty 
horse trade’ or ‘shotgun wedding’ 
of the Pick and Sloan plans, in- 
volving joint activity of the Army 
Engineers, the Bureau of Recla- 
mation and the Federal Power 
Commission. 

“The combined plan is a loosely 
co-ordinated affair and makes 
little or no attempt to integrate 
erosion control, timber conserva- 
tion, industrial research and pro- 
motion, soil conservation, or popu- 
lation and cemmunity promotion 
within the valley program. 

“Whether Congress rétains the 
Pick-Sloan plan or passes an MVA 
Bill, there are certain social Ssci- 
entific considerations that need 
emphasis. These are largely ‘un- 
discovered countries’ in the wide- 
spread discussion of the subject. 

“To be sure, the tasks are first 
and foremost of a physical engi- 
neering nature, but they are all 
done for the people in the last 
analysis. We must never forget 
that the job is to make the rivers 
of the basin work for the people 
living in the basin and those far- 
flung hosts so dependent upon it.” 

The speaker then discussed re- 
gionalism, and the Missouri Val- 
ley as a region, or “areas inter- 
dependent and unavoidably co-op- 
erative.” He said the Missouri ba- 
sin “is not a region, in any clear- 
cut geographic-economic-cultural 
sense. It is huge and sprawling 
1300 miles long, 700 miles wide, 
12 times the size of the Tennessee 
valley, about nine times the size 
of England.” 

“In general,” he found, “the 
basin is a far-flung area of bitter 
rivalries, suspicions, economic di- 
versities, conflicting interests and 
purposes, and inexperience in co- 
operation. 

“The sterg fact of the Missouri 
river system as the inescapable 
natural, single, determining unity 
must be accepted. The river and 
its tributaries must be considered 
as the nucleus, and the basin must 
be treated as a whole if the river 
in all its reaches and relations is 
to be controlled and used to the 
greatest possible profit of all the 
peoples, areas, and interests in- 
volved. To divide it into sov- 
ereignties, or to try to administer 
it under two or more compulsively- 
joined. sovereignties, is asking for

: Dr. W. T. Longcope Tells 


of New Treatments for 
Blood Ailments and 
Metal Poisoning.

New methods of treatment of 
heavy metal poisoning, certain 
diseases of the blood and swelling 
of the lungs, developed as a result 
of secret research on war gases, 
were discussed here yesterday by 
Dr. Warfield T. Longcope, profes- 
sor of medicine at Johns Hopkins 
University, Baltimore. 

Dr. Longcope delivered a paper,

R. Adm. H. G. Bowen Says Full Freedom 
Will Be Allowed Except Where Develop- 
ment of Weapons Is Concerned. 


A proposal for a Navy-controlled 
program of basic scientific re- 
search that would extend to the 
major universities and research 


institutions in 23 states, at a 
cost of $39,000,000 for the year 
beginning July 1, was described to- 
day by R. Adm. H. G. Bowen, chief 
of the Navy Office of Research 
and Inventions. He spoke to the 
Physics Section of the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 
Adm. Bowen said this program 
is a continuation of the present 
Navy research program, under 
which $20,000,000 in “transferred 
funds” will have been spent in the 
year ending June 30. 
The Navy research chief, who 
was in charge of a number of 
private industrial plants seized un- 
der government order in the war, 
promised full freedom of research 
and publication of results for 
scientists working under the huge 
program of Navy contracts — un- 
til it becomes evident that such 
research will have a “practical ap- 
plication” in the development of 
weapons of war. 
From then on, he said, secrecy 
will be maintained. The Navy, he 
added, will be the ultimate judge 
of the time secrecy shall be main- 
tained, and will be prepared to 
enforce its judgment by contract 
cancellations. 

Educator Urges Caution, 

The controversial nature of 

Adm. Bowen's proposal was em- 
phasized by Dr. R. Clifton Gibbs, 
head of the physics department at 
Cornell University and chairman 
of the physics section of the asso- 
ciation. 
Dr. Gibbs declared that scien- 
tists should “hesitate” to do re- 
search for the Navy under secrecy 
conditions in peacetime. He 
warned against a loss of freedom 
of research inherent in such pro- 
‘posals and declared they tended 
‘to drain off scientific brains from 
creative work. In the past, in 
peacetime, he said, physics proj- 
ects under the control of the 
armed forces have progressed with 
“regrettable slowness.” 

The tendency to “look more and 
more to the public treasury to 
support,” Dr. Gibbs said, is a 
trend which “we are powerless to 
stop.” He warned physicists, how- 
ever, that they must “fight hard 
and fight day and night” to keep 
their scientific integrity. 

Atomic Energy Studied. 


Obviously, all of the Navy re- 
search contracts are aimed ulti- 
mately to produce practical re- 
sults in terms of war weapons, or 
in related fields, such as aero- 
dynamics, battleship propulsion or 
war medicine. Further studies in 
atomic energy are planned, 

“No one can predict what a 
Navy will look like 10 years from 
now,” Adm, Bowen said, “but we 
shall make every attempt to pro- 
duce as rapidly as possible a Navy 
in which full consideration has 
been given to the possibilities of 
atomic energy, jet propulsion, gas 
turbines, guided missiles and pilot- 
less aircraft, 

“We are neither pro-battleship 
nor anti-battleship; we are only 
interested in cold-blooded evolu- 
tion,” 

The admiral declared that “the 
atomic bomb heralds the greatest 
revolution in warfare and in civ- 
ilization itself, which the world 
has ever faced. .,.. While working 
for effective international ar- 
rangements to control the use of 
atomic energy for destructive pur- 
poses we must, in the interest of 
national security, take the most 
reserved possible view of future 
warfare” 


“Until everyone is convinced to 
the contrary, atomic warfare may 
be a reality,” he said. 

1000 m.p.h. Planes Envisioned. 

While continuing to develop 
“ocean-crossing, jet-powered, su- 
personic velocity atomic bomb car- 
riers,” he said the Navy also will 
investigate supersonic — faster 
than the speed of sound—aircraft 
which are manned. 

Speeds above 1000 miles an hour 
are hoped for, he said. The Navy 
plans to dismantle “several of the 
best German supersonic tunnels 
and is bringing them back for in- 
stallation and operation in this 
country,” he said. “In addition to 
the employment of elaborate wind 
tunnel equipment, the Navy ex- 
pects to use high-speed research 
airplanes. Several variations are 
planned which will employ differ- 
ent wing shapes for both turbo-jet 
and rocket power.” 


Possibilities of developing an 
atomic energy powered battleship 
were described by the admiral. 
Such a battleship, he said, would 
“have a cruising radius dictated 
only by the amount of provisions 
which can be carried.” Replacing 
the heavy boilers, fuel and other 
deadweight now carried, he said, 
would be thicker armor plate on 
the ship’s bottom and a general 
strengthening of the whole hull 
structure, “with the idea of mak- 
ing ships less vulnerable to attack 
by atomic or other forms of bomb- 
ing.” 

For Civilian Control, 


Adm. Bowen revealed the Navy's 
bid for leadership in the atomic 
energy field. The Navy believes, 
he said, that atomic control “can 
best be handled by a national 
atomic commission exclusively ci- 
vilian in character, but including 
as members the Secretary of War, 
the Secretary of the Navy and, 
desirably, the Secretary of State.” 
Under such a commission, he said, 
“the Navy hopes to take the lead 
for the Government in the devel- 
opment of atomic power for in- 
dustrial uses.” 


In the event of another war, he 
said, “our chief hope of survival 
would be to see that industry is 
placed on an atomic power basis 
‘just as rapidly as possible. We 
‘must never forget that industry 
‘is and has proved itself to be one 
of the most potent sources of na- 
tional power.”

An increased use of rockets and 
of submarines carrying high-speed, 
guided and homing torpedoes was 
predicted by the admiral. He also 
described the possibility of a 
stereoscopic radar screen in an 
airplane, enabling the pilot to 
“see” in front of him through 
night or fog in three dimensions— 
thus enabling planes to land blind 
without the aid of ground instal- 
lations, 

Admiral Bowen also declared 
that atomic bombs may force the 
Navy underseas—and that sub- 
marines will be the big develop- 
ment of the future. 

Following Adm. Bowen on the 
program, Capt. M. J. Lawrence, 
assistant chief of research and in- 
ventions for the Navy, described 
the method of farming out re- 
search contracts in some detail.

A new compound developed by 
scientists at Oxford University, 
England, as an antidote for the 
deadly gas Lewisite’ has demon- 
strated “remarkable results” in 
the treatment of dermatitis, Dr. 
Longcope said, greatly reduces 
mortality from encephalitis and is 
highly effective in cases of mer- 
cury poisoning. 

Treatment in Poisoning. 

Injected into muscles, the new 
compound, known by the code 
name BAL, improved very rapidly 
the condition of the skin in 115 
cases of dermatitis caused by ar- 
senic poisoning or administration 
of excessive amounts of arsenic 
compounds in the treatment of 
such diseases as syphilis, he said. 

Treatment with BAL, of 31 per- 
sons suffering from mercury poi- 
soning at Johns Hopkins Hospital 
showed promising results when 
the compound was administered 
within four and one-half hours 
after the poisoning occurred, Dr. 
Longcope reported. 

Twenty-eight persons were treat- 
ed with BAL within four and one- 
half hours, he said, and all of 
them recovered, even though one 
had taken 20 grams of mercury. 
Previous experience had shown 
that 1.5 grams of mercury is fatal 
in 60 to 75 per cent of the cases. 
Two of the other three persons, to 
whom BAL was administered more 
than eight hours after poisoning 
occurred, died. 

Discussing the action of the sub- 
stance, Dr, Longcope said BAL 
blocks the action of arsenic and

STORMS AT SEA 


PAUSE DISCUSSED 


Father Macelwane Tells 
of Findings in Support 
of Theory on Source 
of Tremors. 


The experimentation and inves- 
tigation that led to the conclusion 
that elastic waves in the surface 
of the solid earth are caused by 
hurricanes and other intense low- 
pressure storms on the open sea 
was related today by the Rev. J. 
B. Macelwane, head of the geo- 
physics department of St. Louis 
University. 


These earth waves. known as 
microseismic storms, occur in 
widely separated but distinct fre- 
quency bands, he told a meeting 
of the American Meteorological 
Society in Kiel Auditorium, This 
session was a part of the meeting 
of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

Father Macelwane said his con- 
clusions, brought about by “over- 
whelming evidence that would 
“convince even the most skepti- 
cal,” were the result of work 
started at St. Louls University by 
the Rev. J. Emelio Ramirez, S. J., 
and carried on during the war by 
the Army and Navy departments, 
for which Father Macelwane act- 
ed as adviser, 


Prior to the work of Father 
Ramirez, who is now director of 


gota, Colombia, many theories ex- 
isted concerning the source of mi- 
croseismic storms, Father Macel- 
wane told his audience. The. most 
frequently accepted of these theo- 
ries was that these earth waves 
were caused by the pounding of 
surf on sea coasts during heavy 
storms. 


“The fundamental research was 
done by Father Ramirez in the 
latter half of 1937 and in 1938,” 
Father Macelwane gaid. “The re- 
sults, announced in 1939, showed 
there was no correlation between 
the intensity of the microseismic 
storms and the weather conditions 
in the St. Louis area. 


Observation Station Findings. 


“The velocity and direction of 
the earth waves in a microseismic 
storm could be determined with 
accuracy by means of the tripar- 
tite observation station. Waves 
Caused by the storms always came 
‘from the direction of the sea and

“Not only are there hundreds 
of kinds of diseases that attack 
wheat, corn, barley, rye, oats and 
other cereal plants,” Dr. Stakman 
said, “but there are parasitic races 
within species of almost all plant 
disease fungi. 


He listed some of the diseases 
as rots, blights, wilts, mildews, 
cankers, smuts, spots and scabs. 
There are more than 3000 dif- 
ferent species of plant rusts, each 
with its own peculiar appearance 
and life habits, he said. 

Wheat Losses Reduced. 

Total losses in wheat crops have 
been reduced remarkably by the 
development of new varieties of 
wheat that resist prevalent dis- 
ease, he said. This method of 
saving crops, however, is only 


}temporary, he added, because dis- 


ease situations shift and change 
continually. 


“New plant diseases,” he said, 
“may become old and old ones 
may become new because of the 
changes in cropping systems, the 
introduction of new kinds of crop 
plants and the use of new va- 
rieties. 


“The expansion of the corn belt 
far northward in the upper Mis- 
sissippi basin through the breed- 
ing of early varieties, is an epic 
of agricultural progress. But it has 
increased the danger of head 
blight or scab on wheat and bar- 
ley, because the scab fungus can 
multiply rapidly on corn and live 
through the,winter abundantly on 
cornstaks and corn stubble.” 

Better varieties of wheat, he 
said, “have brought stem rust,

the greatest single menace, under 
at least temporary control and 
possibly under permanent control, 
unless the disease itself changes.” 
Rust resistance of certain wheats 
varies with the prevalence of rust 
races, or the number of species 
of rust diseases. 

To combat the diseases which 
destroy the nation’s food crops 
and thereby cause deficiencies of 
food products, Dr. Stakman and 
his associates set up elaborate 
“laboratories” in the field.

URGES ACCELERATED 
COLLEGE TRAINING 


Ohio State Professor Favors 
Getting Students Through 
Faster Than 4 Years. 


Corftinuation of “accelerated” 
programs for getting students 
through college faster than the 
usual four years was urged by 
Dr. S. L. Pressey, professor of 
psychology at Ohio State Univer- 
sity and retiring president of the 
Midwestern Psychological Asso- 
ciation, speaking yesterday at the 
association meeting held in* con- 
nection with the convention of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

Such programs were begun in 

most colleges and universities as 
a wartime measure, he pointed 
out. Although, he said, many such 
“accelerated” programs were 
crude, “on the whole, they work- 
ed.” 
He urged that they be improved, 
through experiment, They are 
sound in principle, he said, be- 
cause investigation has shown 
“the young student is the best su- 
dent,” and the faster students are 
pushed through school—if they 
have the ability to take the school 
program at a rapid rate—the bet- 
ter for everyone. 

The human organism reaches its 
prime shortly after attaining full 
growth, at about the age of 20, 
he said, and should enter adult 
life as soon after that age as 
possible.

scabs, root rots and bacterial 
blights,” Mr. Stakman said.

“Even though new varieties may 
have been given the severest dis- 
ease tests that can be devised, 
there can never be a guarantee 
that a crop variety will retain its 
resistance to a disease forever, 
because nature may produce new 
enemies or new kinds of old ene- 
mies to attack it.” 

Dr. Stakman’s address was the 
twenty-second annual lecture pre- 
sented by the Society of Sigma Xi, 
which has a membership of about 
3000 and was founded in 1886. 


PICKLE FACTORIES 
GRAB TOO MANY 
SCIENCE TEACHERS 


With government and industry 
outbidding universities and col- 
leges throughout the country for 
the services of scientists, the 
schools find themselves without 
adequate teaching staffs but with 
more students than ever before, 
Clifton C, Doak, head of the bi- 
ology department of Texas A. and 
M. College, said yesterday. 

On a talent quest at the con- 
vention of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence, Doak said that thus far he 
has not had any luck. “Every 
man I get interested in a teach- 
ing job is grabbed off by a pickle 
factory or an egg plant,” he de- 
clared, He admitted that teach- 
ers’ salaries are “a bit low” in 
confessing that schools can not 
compete with industry or govern- 
ment in the hiring of scientists. 

At a convention session where 
Doak was looking for prospective 
teachers, Col. Marion W. Richard- 
son, consultant to the adjutant 
general's office, told reporters 
that the government is “very 
much interested” in obtaining top- 
grade scientists. The War De- 
partment alone needs 2500, he 
said, to carry on research work 
in various fields. 


SOME MOSQUITOES 
CARRY MALARIA 
FROM SOLDIERS 


Some mosquitoes of southern 
states, particularly Texas, have 
been found to be capable of carry- 
ing malaria germs from returned 
soldiers, who originally contracted 
the disease in foreign service, to 
other persons, United States Pub- 
lic Health officers said today at 
a session of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science. 

At a meeting at Hotel Jefferson, 
five officers of the service told of 
studies in which 308 per cent of 
6247 mosquitoes obtained the ma- 
laria virus from returned soldiers 
who were suffering from a recur- 
rence of the disease, ‘fhe mos- 
quitoes were found to be capable 
of transmitting the disease to 
other persons. 

A total of 165 cases of relapse 
in veterans was included in the 
tests. The origins of the infec- 
tions were; Pacific area 117, Medi- 
terranean, 40; Caribbean, 6; Li- 
beria, 1 and Burma 1, 

Mosquitoes kept at outdoor tem- 
peratures in Texas during April 
and May, the health service offi- 
cers said, developed infections at 
about the same rate as those kept 
in the insectary. 


Word associations are an index 
ito personality, Dr. Florence lL. 
Goodenough, professor of psy- 
chology at the University of Min- 
nesota, said yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the Midwestern Psycho- 
logical Association, held in con- 
nection with the convention of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 

Dr. Goodenough reported on 
'word-association tests given to 800 
high school students, including an 
equa] number of boys and girls. 
Results of the test consistently 
predicted sex, she said, although 
there was a slight overlapping of 
“feminine men” and “masculine 
women.” 

Personality traits were deter- 
mined by the test by the words 
which the experimental subjects 
wrote in response to a given word. 
For instance, those who wrote 
“sweets” in response to the given 
word, “food” were found to have 
feminine characteristics. A high 
degree of conformity in responses 
was found, and those who de- 
parted significantly from the 
usual pattern were found to be 
maladjusted persons, she said. 

Divorced women were found to 
have word associations more fre- 
quently “masculine” in charac 
ter than happily married women, 
Dr. Goodenough reported. Girls 
who responded to the test as being 
satisfactorily “feminine,” she said, 
were found to have “feminine” 
mothers and “masculine” fathers.

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Scientist Tells What St. Louis 
Area Was Like 200,000 Years Ago 


Huge ice dams across the Miss- 
issippi and Missouri rivers backing 
up the streams into long lakes be- 


tween the bluffs were outstanding 
features of the Ice Age in this 
vicinity according to Percival 
Robertson, professor of geology at 
the Principia College, Elsah, III. 

Speaking on Pleistocene deposits 
in this area before the geology sec- 
tion of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science at 
Kie] Auditorium, Prof: Robertson 
recalled that the Pleistocene pe- 
riod occurred between 200,000 and 
700,000 years ago. From the stand- 
point of geologic history, there- 
fore, the events of the period hap- 
pered only yesterday. 

The period was not one of con- 
tinuous ice and cold but was 
marked .by about five ice inva- 
sions of relative short duration 
between much longer periods of 
warmer weather and consequent 
recession of the glaciers. 

Only two or possibly three ice 
caps actually entered this region 
in Robertson’s opinion. The lat- 
est one, known as the Illinoian, 
came from the northeast about 
200,000 years ago and had its ori- 
gin in the Labradorean ice fields. 

A tongue of this ice cap, thrust- 
ing westward between Edwards- 
ville and Caseyville, entered the 
Mississippi river and gradually 
came to rest against the bluffs on 
the Missouri side, its northern 
edge about at Chain of Rocks and 
its southern edge near O’Fallon 
Park. 

Robertson believes the large 
scallop in the bluffs on the Mis- 
souri side of the river in this 
vicinity represents the eroding ac- 
tion of the river as its channel 
was compressed against the 
bluffs. 

There is evidence the ice dam 
backed up the waters of the Il- 
linois and Mississippi rivers as far 
north as Quincy and the waters 
of the Missouri to an undeter- 
mined distance west. This evi- 
dence in the case oz the Mis- 
sissippi and Illinois rivers is the 
presence of a terrace of uniform 
elevation along the tributaries of 
the two streams produced by the 
subsequent erosion of sediments 
deposited on the bottom of the 
lake. 

The dam was probably of rel- 
atively short duration and even 
the deposits of boulders and 
gravel left as a later dam across 
the bed of the river were soon 
washed away by the tremendous 
force of the pent up waters as 
warmer climates returned. 

Robertson does not incline to 
the belief that the Illinoian age 
ice actually covered much of the 
site of St. Louis as little evidence 
of giacial drift of the Illinois type 
is found in the city proper. 

Much of Robertson’s investiga- 
tions in recent years have been 
concerned with an even earlier 
visit of glacial ice to this region. 
There is considerable evidence in 
the city, he says, of deposits of 
clay, boulders and gravel native 
to the northwest and particular- 
ly Wisconsin. 

One of the problems of this 
area is determining the approxi- 
mate “front” of this ice cap at 
its maximum extension On the 
basis of large boulders found in 


Franklin county Mo., some geolo- 


gists believe the main body of 
the ice crossed the Missouri river. 

Robertson, admitting. the pres- 
ence of the boulders south of the 
river, is not convinced they were 
deposited there by the glacier it- 
self. His theory, which accounts 
for the boulders by “ice-rafting,” 
also explains the presence of pre- 
Illinoian drift in many parts of 
St. Louis. 

The theory is that the main 
body of the ice remained north of 
and parallel to the river but that 
a tongue of ice came southeast- 
wardly out of Lincoln county, Mo., 
crossed the river somewhere @ast 
of Labadie, and entered St, Louis 
proper. 

The lake formed by the dam- 
ming of the river extended as far 
west as Arrow Rock State Park, 
west of Boonville, as indicated by 
the remains of a terrace formed 
of lake sedimentation like that in 
the Mississippi. 

Robertson believes that large 
blocks of ice containing the boul- 
ders in question broke off from 


the main body of the ice and 
floated out into the lake and into 
certain estuaries formed by the 


southern tributaries of the river, @ 


where they melted and deposited 
the boulders. 

Such a theory, he _ believes, 
would account for the pre-Illinoian 
drift in St. Louis and its absence 
in any quantities, except for the 
boulders, elsewhere south of the 
Missouri.

Dr. Ogburn said: “A great in- 
vention evolves — consider the 
Wright airplane of 40 years ago as 
compared with the great airliners 
of today.

Leisurely Process of Democracy. 

“Democracy is essentially a lei- 
scurely process, developed in the 
urely process, developed in the 
days when the legislatures, elec- 
tions and town halls were the 
principal means of its operation. 
In this age of radio, television and 
airplanes, the processes of meas- 
uring public opinion also must be 
streamlined.” 

Many democratic processes had 
to be set aside during the war, but 
the existence of various agencies 
for speedy sampling of public opin- 
ion enabled us to win the war 
“without too many sacrifices of 
democracy,” Dr. Ogburn asserted. 

Dr. Stouffer, who during the 
war was director of research for 
the Army’s Information and Edu- 
cation Division, described use of 
polling techniques in development 
of the Army’s point system for dis- 
charge of personnel. 

“The research branch was asked 
in 1943 to survey soldiers and pro- 
pose a system that could be pre- 
dicted to reduce to a minimum the 
expected complaints with respect 
to order of discharge, though of 
course nobody dreamed that all 
complaints could be eliminated,” 
he said. 

“Here really was an unstruc- 
tured situation. If you asked a 
soldier in those days who should 
get out of the Army early when 
the war was over, you would have 
found this was a subject he had 
not thought about except in terms 
of himself. Should older men get 
a preference? Sure, Should com- 
bat veterans? Of course. Should 
fathers? Naturally. And s0 on

TERMINAL URGED 
BY GRAND JURY 


Report Criticizes Conges- 
tion, Smal! Offices, 
Scarcity of Waiting- 
Room Seats. 


Criticism of conditions at the 
st. Louis Municipal Airport was 
made today in a report by the 
Circuit Court grand jury | pre- 
sented to Circuit Judge Waldo C. 
Mayfield. 

On a recent trip to the airport, 
the report said, jurors found con- 
gestion in the baggage room and 
the Administration building and a 
scarcity of seats in the waiting 
room. The_ postoffice, weather 
bureau and airway communica- 
tions offices were found to be too 
small and the combination of all 
these factors were taken as 
“obvious proof St. Louis needs a 
larger airway terminal.” 

Construction of a six-lane high- 


way between Pine Lawn and 


Lindbergh road in &8t. Louis 
County was urged as a method 
of relieving traffic to the airport. 
The jury asked that the Mayor 
and city administration bend 
every effort to pursuade the State 
Highway Department to complete 
the six-lane highway this year. 


Ample right of way should be 
Obtained, it was suggested, so 
that the roadway might be ex- 
panded to twin four-lane high- 
ways later on. 

In another section of the re- 
port the jury suggested that the 
Board of Police Commissioners 
be given permission by the Legis- 
lature to create the rank of cor- 
poral in the police department 
and approved plans now being 
made by the commissioners to en- 
large the homicide squad by one 
sergeant and two patrolmen and 
to hire an expert chemist. 


Creation of 204 corporals, or the 
equivalent of the present number 
of sergeants, would help build the 
morale of the force, the jurors 
said. At the same time they recom- 
mended that the present staff. of 
majors, captains and lieutenants 
in the police department be in- 
creased by four each. Additions to 
the homicide bureau they said, 
would make a squad available in 
that department between 3 a.m. 
and 9 a.m. daily.

ARGENTINE REPLY 
ASSALS CHARGE 
NUS. BLUE BOOK 


Government Denies It 
Aided Nazis, Calls Pub- 
lication ‘Lamentable 


Intervention.’ 


BUENOS AIRES, March 29 (AP) 
—The Argentine Government today 
categorically denied United States 
charges of helping the Nazis and 
asserted that the State Depart- 
ment publication of its blue book 
shortly before the Feb. 24 elec- 
tion constituted “lamentable inter- 


vention in internal political af- 


fairs,” 

The bulky document was issued 
by Foreign Minister Juan Cooke 
in reply to United States .charges 
that members of the military gov- 
ernment, including President-elect 
Juan Peron, were pro-Nazis, and 
for that reason had not complied 
with their duties as a partner in 
the United Nations. 

Peron’s election became a cer- 


tainty last night with the addition 
of the federal capital's 68 elec- 
toral votes, insuring him of a 
total of 216 to 72 for Dr. Jose 
Tamborini, his Democratic Union 
opponent. A total of 189 was re- 
quired for election, 

The government statement said 
the only reason Argentina was 
answering these “erroneous 
charges” was to demonstrate to 
the rest of the world “the man- 
ner in which it complied with its 
international obligations and to 
show how inexact were the impu- 
tations made against the spirit 
and activity of the Argentine 
Army, and how incorrect it was 
to charge the present Government 
was totalitarian.” 


Peron, who rose from obscurity 
during the 1943 revolution to head 
the army clique behind the gov- 
ernment of President Pedro P. 
Ramirez, later became vice presi- 
dent, war minister and secretary 
of labor under President Edelmiro 
J. Farrell, who forced out Ra- 
mirez, 

Peron himself was forced out of 
the government last October and 
immediately seized control of Ar- 
gentina’s labor movement, build- 
ing up the party which eventually 
carried him to the presidency. 

Peron has a solid majority in 
congress and friendly hands di- 
recting most .of the 14 provincial 
governments, but some _ sources 
close to the new president said he 
had indicated a_ disposition to 
make some concessions to his op- 
ponents because of the heavy 
popular vote cast against him. 

The popular vote total up to to- 
day was 1,287,309 for Peron and 
1,027,897 for Tamborini. 


DRIVERS CONFUSED 
BY NEW DOWNTOWN 
TRAFFIC SIGNAL 


Jam Attributed to Unfamiliar- 
ity — City Engineer Says 
He’s ‘Not Dissatisfied.’ 


The new plan of operation of 
the electric traffic signal at 
Twelfth and Delmar boulevards, 
in accordance with a system de- 
veloped by the Department of 
Streets and Sewers to speed up 
traffic flow, this morning resulted 
in confusion for motorists. How- 
ever, Tom Watts Jr., traffic engi- 
neer for the city, said this was 
to be expected and he was “not 
dissatisfied” with the operation. 

The new system which has been 
tried experimentally at other in- 
tersections, has increased the flow 
of traffic at these points by as 
much as 50 per cent, Watts said. 
It permits left-hand and through 
traffic to move at the same time 
from one point at the intersection, 
while the traffic at the other three 
points is stopped. The change at 
Twelfth and Delmar boulevards 
was the first time the plan has 
been tried in the downtown area. 

Watts, who was on hand during 
the peak hour of 7 to 8 o'clock 
this morning to observe results of 
the operation, attributed the traf- 
fic jam at the intersection to “un- 
familiarity of the drivers with the 
action.” Some adjustments in the 
timing of the signal must be 
made, he said, 

“There will be a little confusion 


for a day or two,” he sald, “but 
that happens whenever you change 
the riding habits. of the people. 
Numerous drivers went through 
the red light because they saw 
the traffic moving in the opposite 
direction. When they get to know 
the action, traffic will move faster 
than it did before.” 


Capt. Raymond Dowling of the 
Police Department’s traffic di- 
vision, said the confusion was no 
greater than was expected.

Families Join Officers, 


Many officers and Russian civil- 
jan officials of the military gov- 
ernment have already brought 
their wives and families to Ger- 
many and settled down, Some of 
the schools have been opened for 
the children. Russian girls, most 
of them liberated from concentra- 
tion camps ork labor battalions in 
Germany, are employed in offi- 
cers’ messes and other army estab- 
lishments. Most Red Army 
“Wacs” have been redeployed. 

Russian enlisted men cannot im- 
port their wives, as Americans can. 
Like our own, the Russian army 
of occupation now is being built 


up largely of rookies who are not 
married. “Those who have wives. 
will not have to be away from| 
them for more then a year or. 
so,” one officer said. “That will | 
not hurt them.” Many soldiers are. 
being allowed home leave now. | 
They get 30 days a year, indepen- | 
dent of travel time. | 

What fraternization there is in| 
the Russian zone is done strictly | 
on the quiet. In our eight-day 
tour I did not see a single soldier | 
with a German girl. 

It is forbidden for a Red Army | 
man even to enter a German home | 
or German civilian bar’ except on 
business. Venereal disease is a 
court-martial offense. |

Mohammedans. 


Today, at a moment when a 
British Cabinet mission specially 
sent to India is trying to cope 
with the problem of self-rule, the 
danger of a crisis arises from the 
demand of India’s Moslems for 
complete separation from the rest 
of India. Mohammed Ali Jinnah, 
leader of most of India’s 90,000,000 
Mohammedans, insists on the cre- 
ation of Pakistan, a fully inde- 
pendent Islamic state to be sliced 
off of Hindustan. The sovereign 
state of Pakistan would include a 
huge, largely Moslem-inhabited 
area made up of Sind, the so- 
called Northwestern Province, the 
Punjab, and large regions of cen- 
tral and eastern India. 


It is worthy of note that the 
territory of this proposed Moslem 
state is directly contiguous to 
Mohammedan Russian Turkestan. 
Few Americans are aware that 
the Kazakh Soviet Socialist Re- 
public, comprising over a million 
square miles of territory with 
some 6,000,000 inhabitants, and 
several adjacent Soviet republics, 
with which it forms Russian Tur- 
kestan, are inhabited almost en- 
tirely by Moslems. Actually, Rus- 
sia, with its 20,000,000 Mohamme- 
dans, is a major Moslem power. 


Influence on China. 


The existence of this powerful 
Moslem group in Russian Turke- 
stan is not without influence on 
the affairs of neighboring China. 
Right now, about a million Mo- 
hammedan Kazakhs whose terri- 
tory is inside western China, and 
directly contiguous to Russian 
Turkestan, are in a state of open 
rebellion against the government 
of Chungking. 


While they have proclaimed an 
“East Turkestan Republic,” they 
do not demand complete separa- 
tion from Chiaa. They do insist, 
however, on a far-reaching auton- 
omy, removal of all Chinese 
troops from their territory, and 
the right to garrison it by Mo- 
hammedan troops levied among 
themselves. According to recent 
‘reports, Chungking is ready to 
accept these demands and an 
agreement is impending.

There can be little 
doubt that British political circles 
look upon Moscow’s demand for 
sole trusteeship over Tripolitania 
as a direct threat to the lifeline 
of the British Empire.

Report Suggests 
Steps,to End Cen- 
sorship, Promote 
Flow of News. 


NEW YORK, March 29 (UP). 
ULES and regulations to gov- 
Rem the operations of the world 
press and radio are proposed 
by the Commission on Freedom of 
the Press, operating under a grant 
of funds by Time, Inc., to the 
University of Chicago, in a con- 
densation of the commission’s first 


report appearing today in Editor 
& Publisher. 


The report proposed, in order 
to assure a free flow of informa- 
tion across nationa] borders, that 
the following steps be taken: 

“There be incorporated within 
the framework of United Nations 
agreements, a multilateral cove- 
nant stating that the signatory 
nations believe in, and will do 
their utmost to bring about, the 
fullest possible flow across na- 
tional borders of true information 
concerning all events and peoples.” 


Provisions of Covenant. 


It is then proposed that such 
covenant include the following 
provisions: 


“1. Guarantee of equality of 
access to the sources of informa- 
tion as between co-nationals and 
foreigners. 

“2. The organization in all 
principal news centers of the 
world of foreign correspondents 
corps with strict, self-adminis- 
tered codes of ethics; the re- 
quirement that all newspaper, 
magazine and radio reporters 
and all authors and photograph- 
ers (including newsreel camera- 
men) be members of these corps 
and bound by their codes; spe- 
cific authority for the corps to 
handle all disputes among mem- 
bers or with host-governments, 
with right of appeal to a unit of 
the United Nations Economic 
and Social Council. 


“8. Guaranty that no country 
will expel a member of the for- 
eign correspondents corps or in- 
terfere with his normal activities 
pending final recommendation in 
such cases by the unit of the 
United Nations Economic and 
Social Council.” 

Among specific proposals to 
Congress and the State Depart- 
ment it is suggested that, through 
treaty, abolition of direct censor- 
ship be sought.

Cannon, a master parliamentary 
strategist and authority on House 
procedure, assailed the “prophets 
of calamity” and asserted that 
despite their outcry, “Congress 
keeps on doing a good job — the 
best it has ever done.” 


Criticizes Post-Dispatch. 


By implication he criticized the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch for its 
part in the campaign to modern- 
ize Congress, saying that one of 
the statements on which the 
newspaper based its arguments 
was unfounded. Here is what he 
said:. 

“The statement has been made 
on the floor here and copied in 
most of the metropolitan papers 
of the country, and one of the 
great newspapers of the country 
carried it in a box on its editorial 
page day after day, week after 
week and month after month as 
follows: 

“*"Not since 1893 has the ma- 
chinery of Congress been over- 
hauled.’ 

“Now, that situation might not 
be so serious even if it were true, 
because the fundamental rules of 
procedure in a deliberative body 
do not change from year to year. 
But the thing I am calling atten- 
tion to is that the statement 
which has been so widely publi- 
cized, and upon which most of 
the objection has been found 
is utterly without a basis of fact. 

Cannon went on to say that the

all time was in 1911 and 1912,” 
and he described how the Speaker 
was stripped of his autocratic 
powers and how committees were 
established and discontinued.

He quoted President Truman as 
urging Senators to remain in the 
Senate because a man with long 
service is invaluable to his state, 
and St. Peter as advising: “Like 
wise, ye younger, submit your 
selves unto the elder.” 


Continuing, Cannon pointed out 
that Commodore Vanderbilt made 
$10,000,000 between the ages of 70 
and 83, that Verdi and Tennyson 
were active at past eighty and 
that the late John Cardinal Glen- 
non of St. Louis was made a 
Cardinal in his eighty-fourth year. 


He said that young men coming 
to Congress often are piqued by 
the lack of recognition given them 
and think there is something 
wrong with the system. “We have 
all been through it,” he said. “It 
is an old story. Don’t take it too 
hard.” 

Cannon denied there is an over- 
lapping jurisdiction of House 
committees, and opposed a reduc- 
tion in the number of standing 
committees. “All this hullabaloo 
about the number of committees 
is pointless and misleading,” he 
said. “Reduction of the number 
of committees would not affect 
the situation. The same men

It makes one wonder if the amall men 
are the real weepers, or if perhaps the 
NAM and the United States Chamber 
of Commerce aren’t chipping in a little 
on the side of the little lovers of the 
peepul. 

The “small business men” also want 
labor leaders to pass examinations. Who 
would appoint the examiners? The same 
politicians whose elections are financed 
by the big boys?

A Plan for the Atom * 


A ray of light in the dark cloud that has been 
hanging over the world since the atomic bomb 
was used at Hiroshima is found in the report 
just issued by the State Department. It mod- 
estly does not pretend to be a final plan, but 
merely “a place to begin, a foundation on which 
to build.” The plan is based on the broad gen- 
eral premise that uranium is the only natural 
substance that can maintain a chain reaction 
and is the key to all foreseeable reactions of 
atomic energy. 

Thus there is a definite boundary to the prob- 
lem of safeguarding the world against “cata- 
strophic use of atomic energy” which would not 
be true if the energy could be developed from 
clay, iron or some other common material. Tho- 
rium ¢annot maintain a chain reaction itself but 
may be mixed with uranium to manufacture 
atomic explosives, and thus also must be con- 
trolled. 

The report then would vest ownership of all 
uranium and thorium in the world in an inter- 
national Atomic Development Authority which 
would be the sole producer of the world’s fis- 
sionable materials. It would be illegal for any 
individual nation to engage in such primary ac- 
tivity. 

Since it is now known that fissionable mate- 
rials can be denatured and made safe, the 
Atomic Development Authority could make such 
denatured material available to secondary plants 
in various countries, either privately owned or 
state-owned, as the governments see fit. These 
plants could produce atomic energy for medici- 
nal, research and other scientific purposes, and 
for power and other industrial uses. 

The ADA would be the world’s supreme au- 
thority on atomic energy. It would undoubtedly 
attract the greatest scientists of every nation 
and the body of its knowledge would far sur- 
pass that held by the scientists of any individual 
country. 

Authorization of atomic energy plants through- 
out the world would be supervised, planned, con- 
structed and operated by the ADA. It would 
be protected by an international force of inspec- 
tors, not policemen merely, but eminent scien- 
tists. The report goes fully into what are safe 
and what are dangerous atomic energy activities. 
In the end, about half of the atomic power de- 
veloped would be an international monopoly and 
about half would be available for competitive 
exploitation. 

The report makes clear that the plan for an 
ADA would not essentially alter the present 
superiority of the United States but it would 
involve, as the planning proceeds, disclosure by 
us, step by step, of theoretical information. The 
full details of our know-how would not be sup- 
plied until after absolute safeguards had been 
erected. In any event, as all scientists know, the 
United States, Britain and Canada could not 


hope to retain a permanent monopoly on their 


atomic secrets. 

It is interesting to note that the plan was 
drawn up by a board of consultants consisting 
of men of such differing philosophies and back- 
ground as Harry A. Winne of the General Elec- 
tric Co., Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer of the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology, Dr. Charles A. 
Thomas of the Monsanto Chemical Co., David 
E. Lilienthal of TVA and Chester I. Barnard, 
head of the Bell Telephone Co. of New Jersey. 

Approaching the problem from five different 
points of view, these men were able to come to 
a thorough meeting of the minds since Jan. 23 
when they were appointed. The report was 
drafted for the guidance of the American repre- 
sentative on the United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission, who is Bernard M. Baruch. It 
should also operate as a guide to Congress 
which, in the House, is considering the highly 
objectionable May-Johnson bill and, in the Sen- 
ate, is considering the McMahon bill. 

Altogether we think the report is the basis for 
a new hope that the world can deal with atomic 
energy on the basis of logic, reason and inter- 
national co-operation. No doubt, great weight 
will be given to the report by Mr. Baruch and 
others charged with the terribly solemn duty 
of preventing the atomic bomb from becoming 
the destroyer of mankind and, on the other hand, 
of turning atomic energy to beneficent uses. 
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John L. Lewis’s Ego 


It is clear that John L. Lewis is barely paying 
formality to the great principle of collective bar- 
gaining to which he is supposedly committed. 
The sessions that have been going on between 
miners and operators for more than two weeks 
have not been serious negotiations at all, but 
merely grandstand playing on Lewis’s part. 
Meanwhile, a nation-wide shutdown is set for 
Sunday night, when the contract expires. 

This is not a strike, says Lewis, not at all; 
it simply means that where there is no contract, 
no work. This is part of the familar Lewis tech- 
nique. His dramatic emphasis on the need for 
mine safety is in the same pattern. Mine safety 
is a grave and continuing problem. It should 
not be pulled out of focus in a wage dispute. 

No doubt LeWis, having refused to accept a 
proposal to give the miners an increase in pay 
equal to those awarded in the GM and steel 
strikes, is out to crack the President’s new 
wage-price policy. His ego is never satisfied un- 
less he is able to defy the United States Govern- 
ment. So his annual blitz is on.

More Diesels, Less Smoke 


Orders for smokeless diesel engines for East 
Side switch yards represent steady progress in 
the cross-river campaign against smoke. The 
latest contribution toward soot-free air comes 
from the Gulf, Mobile & Ohio and the Alton 
railroads, which have ordered four diesels. 

Twelve.oil burners have been placed on order 
now by these two roads and by the Wabash, the 
Manufacturers’ Railroad and the Granite City 
Engineers’ Depot. The significant fact is that 
in December, when the smoke abatement drive 
began, the ratio of smoky coal engines to diesels 
on the East Side was about 9 to 1. Now it is 
about 51% to 1. 

Still the Pennsylvania, the Illinois Central and 
the Southern lines have rejected diesels in favor 
of steam engine abatement apparatus that has 
proved a failure. The other seven East Side 
roads have done nothing. The Terminal Rail- 
road operates 35 grime-blowing switchers across 
the river despite its admission that it found 
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dieselization profitable on this side of the Mis- 
sissippi. 

These particular railroads must answer for 
clouds of dirt that descend upon us with the east 
wind, and the only answer that St. Louis expects 
to hear is the ordering of more diesels. 
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The Meaning of Reuther 


With Walter P. Reuther atop the biggest union, 
it is more than time to dispel the confusion 
which counts him its “right wing” champion. 
The other wing is “left” only because it hap- 
pens to include the Communist minority. Other- 
wise, the opposition policy is actually a classic 
labor policy older than Marxism: skip the 
“statesmanship” and go after more money, ad- 
vancing by pressuring employers individually 
and playing them off against one another. 

Labor, just as Reuther contends, is concerned 
with managerial policy. The relationship of 
wages, prices and profits will determine whether 
industry shall stabilize on a high level or shall 
revert to boom and depression and an average 
level far below its capacity to produce. Up to 
this point, he displays an all-too-rare order of 
labor leadership. 

In choice of methods, however, he strays dis- 
astrously. The better method would wield the 
power of organized labor to modify public poli- 
cies so as to enforce greater price competition, 
to narrow excessive income inequality through 
taxation, to alleviate the grosser hazards of sick- 
ness and unemployment and the like. But 
Reuther, with a partly understandable {mpa- 
tience with a system which improves itself often 
with maddening slowness, rejects such evolu- 
tionary methods. 

He proposes, instead, to fix wages, prices, 
profits and production policies by industry-wide 
labor-management councils. That means a re- 
newal of NRA-like apparatus. It would create 
such vast and powerful monopolies that Govern- 
ment would have to control them under a sys- 
tem resembling the corporative state. But the 
NRA was quickly proved evil. Mussolini’s sys- 
tem did become tyrannous, and in recompense 
it produced none of the promised benefits. 

The ideal of freedom with abundance is ele- 
mentary, but Reuther’s plan would only impair 
them both. If his method ever catches up with 
his avowed purpose, he will become a benefac- 
tor to many more than his own members. Until 
it does, he needs further education by having his 
ideological ears pinned back. 
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A Case of Un-Atomic Energy

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Gromyko’s Retreat From Reason 


Russia has behaved like a diplomatic rough- 
neck in Iran. She broke the treaty covering 
removal of foreign troops. She interfered with 
domestic politics. By doing both, she forced 
a major issue upon the UNO Council before its 
members had settled in their seats. This makes 
Gromyko’s walkout appear to be a retreat from 
a weak defensive position. 

Yet the Russians have something to say for 
their position, so why don’t they say it? They 
could say that Britain has the lion’s share of Ira- 
nian oil, and Russia needs oil. They could state 
that Britain’s offer to place future oil alloca- 
tions under UNO is dubious generosity, since 
most of Iran’s oil already has been allocated 
to Britain. 

Or the Soviet delegates could contend that 
the Iranian Government is recognized as pro- 
British; that its army, such as it is, appears to 
be pro-British; that the Iranian state police are 
directed by an American. They could point out 
that oil has placed foreign political influence 
close to Russia’s own Baku oil fields, which 
provide fuel for Soviet power. 

Britain probably can afford to sit tight on 
the Iranian situation. It is Russia that desires 
a change. For that reason, the Soviet Union 
ought to make an honest case before the world 
and seek rational discussion. She ought to use 
UNO as the only instrument which could grant 
international acceptance of an agreement on 
Iran. 

Instead of doing that, Russia has rattled the 
saber, marched troops back and forth and other- 
wise tried to bluff her way. Now she is trying 
to ignore UNO on a temporary basis. Why not 
try reason and co-operation for a change? 
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Americans spent $7,800,000,000 on alcoholic 
drinks lost year, and we don’t mean week-end, 
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Frauds Against Veterans 

Rackets against veterans have grown into a 
national scandal, and to a point where the Jus- 
tice Department has been forced to investigate. 
The investigation will be welcomed not only by 
ex-service men, but by all Americans who re- 
gard defrauders of veterans as the lowest of 
chiselers. 

Veterans bitterly accept the fact that when 
they look for loans, job-training, houses, clothes 
or automobiles, they may be fleeced. Attorney 
General Tom Clark promises to crack down on 
small-loan and housing frauds, but there are 
many other rackets that demand investigation. 
The Veterans’ Administration is hunting employ- 
ers who use the Government’s in-job training 
program to get cheap labor. The OPA is look- 
ing for black-market auto dealers, and has sued 
one dealer in this area 12 times for overcharges. 
Still the rackets continue. 

Fortunately, the cheats and swindlers are a 
relatively small minority, but they are not bet- 
ter than the thugs who hang around Army camps 
to crack a GI’s head for his mustering out pay. 

The Justice Department should widen its in- 
vestigation to defend veterans against every type 
of fraud.

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


This is a composite letter in answer to 
statements in the Letters column by two 
exr-service men who attacked the program 
for aiding the hungry abroad, The letter 
was signed by Fred A. Woodress in behalf 
of its contributors, who are members of the 
Washington University chapter, American 
Veterans’ Committee. 
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Anyone who has not seen adults and 
children jump into a waist-deep garbage 
pit for scraps of sodden, moldy food, might 
think the spectacle humorous. As a wit- 
ness to these things, let me assure you the 
sight is grim, revolting and very tragic. 

These cases aren’t isolated. In North 
Africa, Italy, France, Germany and Austria 
I have seen the same wan faces, sunken 
eyes, bloated stomachs and protruding ribs 
associated with hunger and starvation, It 
is incomprehensible to me that the Ameri- 
can people, presented with the overwhelm- 
ing. truth of the situation from competent 
authorities, can sit down to their full tables 
and in good conscience disregard the cries 
of the hungry throughout the world. 

We deprive ourselves of so little in doing 
this. Let us do it in good faith. Let us 
do it for the sake of world peace and 
brotherhood. And above all, let us do it 
for the sake of humanity.

As one who has suffered similar 
deprivations, I can vouch for the tremen- 
dous need of these peoples.

How the author of “Let Them Starve” 
can maintain such a bigoted and selfish 
attitude here in the land of plenty is more 
than I can understand.

Many Filipino women 
took GI sweethearts as the best way of 
getting the food and clothing they needed 
for their families.

After the novelty of Italy wore off, we 
began calling the Italians names. We did 
the same in France and in England. The 
result has been that many GIs have come 
home armed with prejudices they didn't 
have before. 

The “let-them-starvists” condemn all Eu- 
ropeans, friends and foes alike, entirely on 
the strength of ill-founded beliefs which 
grew out of unhappy associations with the 
worst elements in the countries we “in- 
vaded.”

We were big enough and tough enough 
and smart enough to win a military vic-

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Book on Labor Relations 
Only Skims the Surtace 


“Pay Day,” by Ray Miltholland. (William Morrow 

& Co., New York.) 

Ray Millholland, according to his pub- 
licity, has been an apprentice and jour- 
neyman machinist, machine shop fore 
man, owner of a small factory, engineer 
and machine designer, WPB industrial 
relations expert and Saturday Evening 
Post writer. Out of this wealth of ex- 
perience he has written a series of mild 
articles apparently intended as a sort of 
intelligent boss’s guide to the minds of 
his workers. 

Millholland touches a wide variety of 
subjects, ranging from the highly par- 
ticular to the indigestibly general. When 
he tries to cover in a few pages such 
matters as the philosophy of proprietary 
rights in jobs, technological unemployment 
or the arguments for vertical and hori- 
zontal unions, the effect is somewhat like 
trying to go through the Smithsonian 
Institution in half an hour. 

But when he confines himself to the 
importance of considering human physi- 
ology in assembly-line planning, or te 
the reactions of workmen against ineptly 
promulgated plant rules and suggestion 
systems, he has things to say that are 
certainly interesting and, to this lay 
reader, valuable, 

* + * 

The only considerable gap in the au- 
thor’s background is that he has evident- 
ly spent all his life on the right side of 
the railroad tracks. (It should be re 
marked that he learned about machinery 
in his father’s shop.) Not that he shows 
any animosity toward wage workers, or 
toward unions; he accepts the fact that 
15,000,000 Americans carry union cards, 
and even cites certain advantages to the 
employer of closed-shop contracts. But 
his attitude toward labor is essentially 
objective—or perhaps behavioristic would 
be a more accurate word. 

Millholland points out that under cer- 
tain stimuli, workmen. will have certain 
reactions, He has no conception of the 
passion that makes men strike or go 
hungry for months in order to win a 
wage increase of a few cents an hour, or 
for the fervor that makes other men 
wreck their health as organizers for $35 
a week when they might be making $200 
as labor relations counselors. 

Such criticism is probably beside the 
point. One does not inveigh against anat- 
omists because they are unable to share 
the pains and emotions of the frogs under 
their scalpels, JEAN WINKLER. 


Autobiography of a Biologist 
“The Life History of an American Naturalist,” by 

Francis B, Sumner, (Jaques Cattrell Press, Las- 

caster, Pa.) 

When Mr. Sumner, emeritus professor of 
biology at the Scripps Institution of Ocean- 
ography, University of California, was get- 
ting along in years, he was moved to tell 
the story of his life. Having leisure, he has 
told it in a leisurely way, with the writ- 
ing period extending over 11 years. Having 
no end to serve except indulgence in self- 
revelation, he has told all that happened 
to him from his youth up, holding nothing 
back because he acknowledges no inhibi- 
tions. 

Not that the revelations are startling, 
The self-revealings of college professors 
are not supposed to be startling. The author 
is free to admit that he is not a very im- 
portant person and not widely known. Un- 
der those considerations, he might not have 
been justified in writing an autobiography, 
but there were a lot of things that he 
wanted to say and there was nobody to 
stop him. The result is an intimate, dis- 
cursive life history of a man who, inel- 
dentally, was a naturalist. 
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Defects of the UNO Charter 
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HE composition of the San Francisco Charter 
the Security Council under it have always worried this columnist. | 
The Charter is a compilation of purposes, principles, organs and | 


procedures, in which the purposes and principles are general, while | 
the organization of organs and procedures is exact. Bighteen chap- | 
ters and 110 articles are devoted to the composition and procedures | 
of UNO, while only the short preamble and the first article express lyric tenor of concert, radio and) 


its purposes, without ever defining them in anything that 


described as creating or reaffirming international law. 


The Charter does not, for in- 


stance, positively commit the 


members to the observation of 
treaties. The preamble describes 
as a purpose: to “establish the 
conditions under which justice 
and respect for the obligations 
arising from treaties and other 
sources of international law can 
be maintained.” 


A Three-Fold Role. 


In article 1, it is asserted that 
a purpose of UNO is “to main- 
tain international peace and secur- 
ity, and to that end to take effec- 
tive collective measures for the 
prevention and removal of threats 
to the peace and for the suppres- 
sion of acts of ag.ression,” but no- 
where does it define what aggres- 
sion is. 

It creates an international court 
of justice, but this court is com- 
pletely off-side the Charter. It 
cannot judge the acts of the Se- 
curity Council, though all organs 
of UNO may “request its advis- 
ory opinions on legal questions.” 
The General Assembly may dis- 
cuss, recommend and what not, 
but it is not charged to create a 
law of nations. 

Therefore, the 11 members of 
the Security Council actually sit 
as a legislaiure, creating law by 
their own decisions, as a court, 
judging whether the ambiguous 
purposes and principles of the 
Charter are fulfilled, and as an 
executive to carry out decisions, 
which, to become effective, must 
have the unanimous concurrenc 
of the five great powers. 


Treaty Is at Issue. 


Each of the 11 members repre- 
sents a sovereign state and carries 
to the council table the interests 
of that state, which must, of 
necessity, influence his interpreta- 
tion of what constitutes aggres- 
sion, and what is a threat to 
peace, That “establishing condi- 
tions under which treaties can 
be maintained,” and to “suppress 
acts of aggression” may be in- 
compatible, does not seem to have 
worried the framers of this re- 
markable document which does 
not even clearly pledge its mem- 
bers to observe treaties. If it did, 
the Iranian question would be a 
matter for a supreme court of 
international justice to determine.

United Kingdom, the USSR and

In part, at least, this charge 
comes from Communist sources. 
The political motivation is obvious. 
All the evidence indicates, how- 
ever, that the charge is basically 
unfair. 

Because Hoover has now become 
an important figure in America’s 


relief picture, the facts deserve an 
airing. 

In 1921 and 1922, Hoover’s Amer- 
fcean Relief Administration saved 
millions of Soviet citizens from 
starvation. At the peak of opera- 
tions, the Hoover agency was feed- 
ing 4,171,441 children and 6,257,958 
adults in 24 provinces, the Ukraine 
and the cities of Moscow and 
Leningrad. This was an extraordi- 
nary operation, attesting to the 
efficiency with which Hoover had 
organized relief for shattered Eu- 
rope. 


Non-Political Pledge. 


Because of Soviet censorship, re- 
lief for Russia began only after 
the famine had reached very se- 
rious proportions. In July of 1921 
the Bolshevik Government per- 
mitted Maxim Gorki to make an 
appeal. The following month, an 
agreement was reached between 
the American Relief Administra- 
tion and the Soviet Government. 
Immediately the ARA began mov- 
ing food supplies into Russia. 

The Soviet Government agreed 
to allow American personnel to 
supervise the food distribution. In 
turn, the ARA gave a formal 
pledge that American relief work- 
ers would not participate in any 
political activity. 

All ARA workers who went into 
Russia, many of them young men 
just out of college, signed a 
contract containing a pledge to 
abstain from any political activity 
or any consideration of politics in 
the giving of food. They were 
closely watched in most areas by 
local commissars who could al- 
ways report to Moscow any viola- 
tion of this pledge. 

It’s important to remember the 
climate of American public opinion 
at the time this voluntary effort 
was taking place. The excesses 
of the Russian Revolution had 
heen wildly exaggerated in a large 
section of the press. Both in Eng- 
land and in,this country, there 
were many who wanted to crusade 
against the Bolsheviks. 

Yet Congress appropriated near- 
ly $20,000,000 for Russian relief. 
Nearly $4,000,000 in Red Cross 
medical supplies were sent out. 
From voluntary sources, including 
individual ARA food remittances, 
came additional funds to bring 
the total to more than $45,000,000.

Hungary an Exception.

was Hungary. The distribution of 
relief in Hungary coincided with 
a fearful civil war. The American 
official in charge of the distribu- 
tion of American food in Hungary 
supported the right in putting 
down the Bela Kun revolution, 
according to those familiar with 
the operation. 

That was an exception to a gen- 
eral rule. It does not justify the 
charge that the ARA used relief 
for political ends, 

Before the ARA went into Rus- 


sia, the famine had reached such | 
proportions that the Government. 


was seriously threatened. If the 
famine had continued, with al] 
the seed being eaten in the food- 
producing areas, then swarms of 
dying and diseased refugees might 
have overwhelmed the still weak 
Government. 

It is scarcely an exaggeration | 
to say that the Hoover food mis- 
sion saved the Government of 
Lenin. That is something to re- 
member when reckless charges are | 
hurled about.

Well-Directed War Picture at Fox 
bé Aver IN THE SUN,” now at the FOX Theater, is a 


well-acted, tense, and realistic story that probably would 
have jingle-jangled more nerves in the audience had it 
been released while the war was in progress. 

The “walk in the sun” referred to in the title 
was a “walk” taken by the Lee Platoon of the 
Texas Division after it hit the beach at Salerno 
in the invasion of Italy. A freak casualty in 
effecting the landing—the striking down of the 
lieutenant in charge—left the platoon without 
officer leadership, The “walk,” toward a farm- 
house inland allotted to the platoon to take and 

to hold in the plans of the invading Army, begins. 

First, the sergeant who succeeded the lieutenant is killed, 
Then ‘the detachment is strafed by low-flying planes. Then 
the second sergeant to take command cracks under the ac- 
cumulation of a full year of uninterrupted combat. A third 
sergeant takes charge. An armored car attacks, but is 
routed with hand grenades. Finally,,the Americans arrive 
at the farmhouse, The farmhouse is quiet, looking exactly like 
a farmhouse in the sun should. The platoon then attacks. The 
farmhouse spurts return fire from every crevice. The men 
make another plan, attack again. Somehow, finally, the farm- 
house is taken. The Lee Platoon, much smaller now, sits 
down to wait for the next part of the unfolding assignment. 
That's “all.” 

Lewis Milestone, who made “All Quiet On The Western 
Front” a number of years ago, made this picture. While “A 
Walk” is not nearly the picture “All Quiet” was, the Mile- 
stone qualities come through so that, exciting as is the action 
in “A Walk,” it is the focusing of the camera on the dialogue 
and the inner thoughts of the men that makes for the deeper 
excitement, 

Dana Andrews heads the all-male cast as a sergeant. Richard 
Conte plays Rivera, a machinegunner with a good trigger finger 
and a better sense of humor, Conte steals the show in most of 
his scenes, due to first-class dialogue being allotted him, and a 
squirrely brand of tough-minded comedy of his own, George 
Tyne as a Pvt. Friedman from either Brooklyn or New Jersey 
helps Conte steal scenes.

Time 
and again she attempted to force her way inside, with the 
twig projecting several inches on each side of the hole, She 
didn’t seem to realize that she could easily put it inside if she 
would take it end-wise. Philip finally helped her, after she had 
vainly worn herself out and dropped several twigs. He then 
stuck them inside the gourd.

I MENTION Jenny's behavior because there are degrees or 
gradations of intelligence as we come higher in the animal 
world, Psychologists have experimented with snails, for in- 
stance, to see if they could learn to take the right fork of a 
tube that led above water, instead of the left fork that was 
submerged, But the snails never could make this distinction 
bewond a chance score. However, an ant can learn to make 
such choices and thereby thread a maze till she reaches the food 
at the end of the journey. 

White rats and guinea pigs are common laboratory animals 
used by experimental psychologists, and they can learn fairly 
complicated mazes. But within any given species, such as the 
white rat, we find variations in intelligence. Some rats are 
feebleminded.

The subject of the test is shown the board with the blocks in 
their places. Next they are taken out and shuffled in mixed 
order beside the board. Then he is told to put the blocks back 
in their places. You intelligent readers will think this is child’s 
play, perhaps, but many an adult man or woman of low grade 
feebleminded rating, will vainly strive to make a rectangle 
block fit into a square opening, and otherwise waste his time 
because he cannot recognize geometrical shapes or forms. 

The feebleminded human beings react just like Jenny Wren. 
They have human bodies and may even look intelligent, but their 
mental horse power is so low they cannot fit objects into their 
proper places, It isn’t lack of educational opportunity, either, 
for you cannot give a feebleminded person the mental horse- 
power of a normal individual despite brilliant tutoring.

HERE is no vegetable which 
T heralds spring more than as- 

paragus. The very shape of 
the spears suggest its power to 
puncture the earth even if resis- 
tance is encountered. And its col- 
or indicates its ability to absorb 
sunlight and do a good chemical 
job of manufacturing chlorophyl 
at its tip ends. The flavor of as- 
paragus is rare, delicious, and del- 
icate. Its texture is just what the 
human economy yearns for after 
eating heartier foods during the 
winter months. The least han- 
dling that is done to asparagus the 
more perfect a food it will be. 
And the least time that elapses 
between the time it is out of the 
ground and is cooked the more 
wonderful it is in flavor and nu- 
tritive value. And fortunately as- 
paragus that is frozen with care 
is just about as near the fresh @s 
it is possible to obtain it yet for 
another month or so when the 
fresh will be on the market. That 
is why we recommend simply 
heating the asparagus enough to 
make it palatable as to tempera- 
ture and tenderness. It combines 
agreeably in flavor with the mush- 
room sauce and it furnishes some 
attractive contrast in color which 
in turn greatly enhances the eat- 
ing value of these crunchy siz- 
zling hot satisfying ham pin- 
wheels. 

Ham Pinwheels. 

One-half cup grated American 
cheese, recipe for standard bis- 
cuits, two cups (about eight 
ounces) boiled or baked ham, 
diced; one teaspoon minced onion, 
10%-ounce tin condensed mush- 
room sauce, one tablespoon butter, 
one tablespoon chopped onion, one- 
half cup milk, 12-ounce package 
frozen asparagus cut spears, 
cooked and drained, reserve liquid, 
one-fourth ouncé cup asparagus 
liquid. 

Add cheese to biscuit mixture 
before milk is added. Roll out 
into rectangle (about 12x14 
inches). Combine ham, one tea- 
spoon onion, and one-fourth cup 
of the soup. Mix thoroughly and 
spread over biscuit dough. Roll 
up like jelly roll, Cut into six or 
eight portions. Place on well 
greased baking pan (cookie sheet). 
Bake in hot oven (400 degrees F.) 
25 minutes. Meanwhile cook one 
tablespoon onion in butter over 
low heat until soft. Add milk, re- 
maining soup and asparagus 
liquid. Cook until mixture is 
smooth and bubbly. Add aspara- 
gus, heat thoroughly and serve 
over ham pinwheels. Six to eight 
servings.

we stand before the world with 
clean hands when we plead for 
the wiping out of race hatreds 
and religious prejudice in the rest 
of the world. 


It seems to me un-Christian to 
believe that any race was doomed 
to be an inferior race. We have 
all been conditioned by our sur- 
roundings and, consequently, some 
of us have moved more. quickly 
than others into what we consider 
an advanced stage of civilization. 
But I wonder whether we can con- 
sider that we have achieved real 
civilization as long as hatred and 
suspicion survive in the world, 
When we go out to kill each other 
instead of to help each other, we 
give valid proof of the failure of 
our type of civilization. 


I’ve seen in the papers that a 
number of communities are lag- 
ging in the Red Cross campaign 
and that quotas are not being 
reached as quickly as has been 
the case in past years. Of course, 
we are always aware of the need 


of the Red Cross in wartime, but 
it must continue to fulfill its func- 
tions in peacetime as well as in 
war. There are stil! places all 
over the world which need the 
things that the Red Cross pro- 
vides. 


I've even heard people say that 
they did not think it necessary 
for the Red Cross to have &@ re- 
serve fund. But it seems to me 
that this is essential, since one 
can never know when famine, 
flood, pestilence or earthquake will 
strike somewhere in the world— 
and in each case, the Red Cross 
is immediately called upon. 


I have always been very much 
interested in the American Junior 
Red Cross. This is one of the 
few charitable organizations 
which is permitted to solicit funds 
and memberships among New 
York City’s public school children. 
Their memberships run from the 
little ones, aged 6, up to 18-year- 
old high school students. 


Their activities are valuable in 
the character development of the 
children as well as in the educa- 
tion which stems from thinking 
of children in other parts of the 
world and trying to understand 
the conditions under which those 
children live. The sense, too, of 
being part of an organization 
which spreads throughout the 
world will help our children to 
grow into better international cit- 
izens. This does not mean that

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How One Ex-Soldier Beat Housing Shortage 


He and His Wife Escaped 
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ALSBURY AND HIS WIFE AS THEIR ANSWER TO THE ST. LOUIS HOUSING SHORTAGE. 


By Ray Alsbury 


Y wife and I have escaped 
Mero prison. Yes, we have 

gained release from the $60-a- 
month cupboard jail in which we 
were living, and instead are now 
dwelling in a six-room home on 
the summit of a 500-foot hill with 
a panoramic view 10 miles in 
every direction of some of St. 
Louis county’s most. beautiful 
countryside. 

Our new wuniverse—and it is 
ours—is Mist Hill Farm. We de- 
cided upon that name because of 
the wispy swirls of mist which 
gather down in the valley during 
the early hours of dawn. But we 
just as easily could have called it 
“The Home That Skinned the 
Housing Cat,” for in our case it 
did exactly that. 

There is no grocery store across 
the street, nor is there a drug 
store down around the corner, but 
we have 20 acres of cultivated 
land for green vegetables, corn 
and potatoes, Besides the culti- 
vated land we have 20 acres more 
of heavy woodland through the 
center of which runs a large rock- 
bottomed creek that has never 
been known to run dry. 

There is more, too. In addition 
we have 250 fruit trees of various 
sorts, pears, peaches, apples, apri- 
cots, and plums, a 300-foot grape 
arbor, and a wide, pine-studded 
lawn fronting our simple, but well 
constructed, frame cottage. 

All this—six-?f60m home, acres, 
fruit trees, grapes, woodland, 
creek, good transportation facili- 
ties, and the view—for thousands 
of dollars less than one would 
have to pay for a residence on 
the skyrocketed city property. 

Our place has drawbacks—but 
more of those later. 

Five months ago while sweat- 
ing out a troop transport in Mar- 
seilles, France, I wasn’t worried 
about an insignificant thing like 
a housing shortage. The only 
thing that occupied my mind was 
to get home to these United States 
as quickly as possible. 

But once back in St. Louis, the 
housing shortage loomed up like 
an insurmountable mountain. 

Naively, at first, my wife and I 
began searching for an apartment. 
Casually we followed leads given 
by friends, the newspapers, and 
other sources. We discovered 
shortly that we were up against 
a real problem. We dropped the 
casual air and began pleading for 
a decent home to live in. After that 
it wasn’t long before we were 
screaming for a place, just any 
old place, in which to hang up our 
hats and take off our shoes. | 

We finally settled for a hole in 
a wall, a bed, and running water 
for $60 a month. After two weeks 
of living like squirrels in the hol- 
low of a tree, crawling over one 
another when we wanted a drink

cabbage, lettuce, cucumbers and 
others in hotbeds. Potatoes we 
are planting now. Our other crops 
will have to wait until after the 
last of the spring freezes. We have 
ample cellar space for keeping all 
kinds of vegetables and fruits. 

We intend to buy livestock on 
the market this spring—not much, 
for our budget won't allow it—but 
enough to satisfy our needs. 

Already my wife, who is an ar- 
tist, has plans for redecorating the 
interior of our house, with other 
plans for a new home to be erect- 
ed on another site at some future 
date depending upon our profes- 
sional success. 

The housing shortage and infla- 
tionary property prices have 
forced us to leave the city where 
we were born and have our sepa- 
rate jobs. But we are glad we 
are out of, and at the same time 
in touch with the city. At heart, 
actually, we are city slickers.

West could have rescued him- 
self from the dangerous situation 
created by South’s takeout dou- 
ble by the simple expedient of 
bidding one no-trump over it, anti- 
cipating a possible leave-in by 
North. When he failed to do so 
East hardly could risk increasing 
the contract by a “stab” rescue 
with either minor suit, Besides, 
his heart void and two trumps 
were reasonable support, he 
thought. As it turned out, he 
was right, North’s leave-in of 
the double was tempting, despite 
his four hearts, because of his 
own non-vulnerability against 
West's vulnerability. 


North's opening lead of the 
heart ace, however, was far from 
shrewd. Since the declarer had 
contracted for only seven tricks 
it was extremely unwise to “ruff 
him down” with heart leads. 
With a quadruple sequence in 
trumps North had everything to 
gain and nothing to lose by at- 
tacking the trump suit itself. 


Dummy ruffed the heart ace 
and led a diamond to declarer’s 
ace for the cashing of the heart 
king and the ruffing of the other 
heart loser: After that declarer 
simply waited for the defenders to 
lead spades. By this means he 
made three top trumps. 

Obviously, on the proper open- 
ing of a ee dummy’s ruffing 
power would have been reduced to 
nil and in addition declarer’s king 
of hearts would not have been es- 
tablished. In short, a three trick 
penalty, 800 points, instead of the 
fulfilled contract, would have re- 
sulted.
